Years ago C. A. Canfield and his wife 
came to California. Mr. Canfield was 
a driller by trade and had worked in 
the eastern fields. Early in his career 
in this State he became interested in 


the oll indications found in different | 
parts. In company with E. L. Doheny |: 


he became interested in the Los Ange- 
les city fields and was active in their 
development. Later he became inter- 
ested at Coalinga in company with J. 
A. Chanslor, and when the Kern Riv- 
er field was first discovered he became 
one of the pioneer operators. From 
Kern River he and his partner, Mr. 
Chansior, invaded the west side of 
Kern county and located in the Mid- 
way district, one of the largest single 
properties in the State. 

In the introduction of of! as fuel, Mr. 
Canfield was preéminently a pioneer. 
When the Kern River field was opened. 
coal was used on all the railroads, an 
inferior grade costing % to %6 a, ton. 
Mr. Canfield and his partner lost no 
opportunity to urge the use of oil, even 
offering to pay the expenses of testa. 
The result was a contract with the 
Santa Fé for ten years for all fuel used 
between Albuquerque and Los Angeles, | 
at 55 cents a barrel, then far below 
the market price. With the increase of 
production which few were far-sighted 
enough to foresee, this has fallen to 
less than 25 cents and the profits are 


in the neighborhood of $20,000 a month, 


it is said. 

Mr. Canfield was one of the founders 
and chief promoters of the Associated 
Ol Company, of which he is now a 
Girector. A few weeks ago the sale of 
the Chanslor-Canfield-Midway Com- 
pany to the Santa Fé ylelded the total 
sum of $1,800,000. 

In Mexico, Mr. Canfield, in company 
with E. L. Doheny, a partner of his 
early career, located the great oll dis- 
trict of Ebano, on the gulf near Tam- 
pico, and founded the Mexican Pe- 
troleum Company, a corporation that 
is now under contract to furnish all 
the fuel desired by the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railroad for years to come.

FIRE ESCAPES. 
The Richardson Hotel at Lowell, 
Mass., was destroyed by fire at 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Many guests were 
in the hotel at the time, and three lost 
their lives. From twenty to thirty 


were injured, some of them seriously 


perhaps fatally. The building was not 
adequately provided with fire escapes, 
The apparatus which passed under that 
name consisted only of ropes, and in 
trying to lower themselves by these, 
many persons lost their hold and fell to 
the ground. Even the supply of ropes 
was insufficient, and those who could 
not reach them clung to window ledges 
until exhausted, or jumped into nets 
held below, receiving injuries varying 
in degree from slight to serious. If the 
building had been properly equipped 


with fire escapes, the loss of life and. 


the injuries inflicted might all have 
avoided. 


This fire at Lowell is not an isolated 
case. The news columns of the daily 
press contain many accounts of similar 
occurrences. The incident is here men- 
tioned only because of the distinct and 
vivid object lesson which it embodies. 
This lesson, though often and terribly 
emphasized, still gops unheeded, to a 
great extent, until some supreme ca- 
lamity brings it momentarily to public 
attention. After the excitement has 
subsided the horror is forgotten and the 
danger continues as before. 

Every building, whether it be used 
for hotel purposes or for other pur- 
poses, should be provided with ample 
and permanent fire escapes, so that all 
persons on the upper floors may reach 
the ground in safety, irrespective of the 
operations of the fire department. At 
the Lowell fire, the department's lad- 
ders were too short to rescue those on 
the upper floors, and some persons who 
might have been saved were obliged to 
loosen their hold through sheer exhaus-

conspicuous and 
alarming lack of adequate fire 

in Los Angeles is pointed out. The 
warning contained in this report shcul 
not and must not go unheeded. wilt 
probably startle many persons to learn 
that there are in this city dozens of 
buildings used for hotel and lodging- 
house purposes which are, in fact, ut- 
terly unsafe because of this lack of fire 
escapes. Tall buildings in the hill sec- 
tion, close to the heart of the elty. 
would prove verttable death traps 
once a fire were started in them, be- 
cause the means of egress from the 
upper stories are utterly insufficient to 
meet requirements. 

The city ordinances regulating this 
matter are supposedly sufficient, if en- 
forced. Have they been enforced? If 
not, who is to blame? If the ordinances 
are defective, they must be amended. 
Present conditions, as revealed by the 
report of Chief Lips, cannot be allowed 
to continue, The time to act is now. 


N IMPUDENT PROPAGANDA. 


That was an extraordinary scene 
enacted in this city last night when 
two notoriously self-seeking and dis- 
reputable fellows of foreign birth, and 
representing nothing, stood before an 
audience composed for the most part of 
their own type of humanity, with many 
examples of the utterly degraded, and 
undertook to dictate hoW the real 
American people of this city should 
conduct their several lines of business. 
What was the real intent and purpose 
of that meeting? Let us see. 

When the labor unions of this coun- 
try, with overconfidence in their 
strength and ability, laid their cards 
upon the table and claimed the game 
as their own, then for the first time 
was revealed an intent and purpose 
identical with that in mind at last 
night's meeting. With overweening 
confidence in their own strength, these 
labor unions undertook to say to the 
whole American nation: 

“We are your masters, and we intend 
to control every action of your lives. It 
is true these several plants of industry 
are yours. The money invested in them 
is your money. The risk of failure or 
success is your risk. We have not a 
doliar’s worth of interest in any or all 
of them, but we intend to dictate how 
they shall be run. You shall employ no 
laborer without our approval, and we 
intend to approve of no laborer unless 
he belongs to our gang. You shall dis- 
charge no laborer, no matter how in- 
competent he be as a workman, how- 
ever intolerable his conduct toward 
you be; without our permission, and we 
do not intend to permit the discharge of 
any man who belongs to our gang. We 
will work no more hours than suits our 
pleasure, no matter how pressing the 
need be to complete a job. We shall 
work as many hours as shail suit our 
pleasure, no matter how congested the 
market may be with finished products. 
You must pay us whatever wages we 
demand, no matter whether business 
conditions will justify it or not. We 
claim the right to prevent any man not 
belonging to our gang from earning a 
living in any line of employment in the 
United States. We claim the right by 
the use of actual violence if need be, 
and the need generally exists accord- 
ing to our code 7 ethics, to keep him 
from earning a living. If he does not 
submit gracefully to our dictation, we 
claim the right to carry our brutaj vio- 
lence to any degree necessary to put 
that man out of business, even to the 
extent of taking his lite.“ 

It was because of their organization 
that these fellows conceived themselves 
of power to enforce these unjust, un- 
reasonable, and un-American demands. 
What was to be done? Meet organiza- 
tion with organization. There was ab- 
solutely no other course left for the 
employers of labor in the United States. 
It was thie which called the Citizens’ 


Alliance into existence. The right of 
peaceably assembling at any time and 
in any place where other people's rights 
are not usurped, is a privilege granted 
to all men under the American Consti- 
tution. It is the very assence of Ameri- 
can principles that these men are put- 
ting in practice when they get together 
to discuss peaceably their own affairs. 
The Citizens’ Alliance claims this right 
under every law of the land in which 
we live. No reasonable man in the 
Citizens’ Alliance or out of it has ever 
disputed to the extent of a single word 
the right of the wage earners of Amer- 
ica to organize themselves into any 
bodies they may choose for the safe- 
guarding of their own rights under the 
law, and for the securing of every bet- 
terment in life that they can legally se- 


cure. 

Now, let us look at the difference in 
the policy pursued by the Citizens’ Al- 
liance from that claimed as a right and 
attempted to be pursued by the labor 
organizations of the country. There has 
never been a meeting of any division of 
the Citizens’ Alliance in any city of the 
United States where the laws of this 
country were not fully and absolutely 
recognized as controlling every pro- 
posed act of the Alliance. There has 
never been an attempt made, never a 
word uttered, which tended in any 
smallest degreg to deprive any man of 
any right under the jaws of the United 
States. The meeting held last night 
had for its ayowed purpose the denial 
of each and every one of these _privi- 
leges under the laws. to the vast multi- 
tude of law-abiding. peaceful, indus- 
trious American citizens. 

The existence of the Citizens’ Alliance 
is an immediate,and direct result of the 
existence of labor unions. It is a result 
of the unjust claims set up by these 
unions, of the tyrannical policy pro- 
claimed by these unions, of the flagrant 
acts of violence,-of the great destruc- 
tion of property, of the taking of hu- 
man life, and of all the crimes commit- 
ted by these labor unions at many 
times and many places during the last 
ten years. The purposes, objects, and 
policy of the Citizens’ Alliance have 
been at all times and in all i 


all been straightly and directly in the 
line of fair play and equal rights to 
every man. The purposes, aims, ob- 
jects, and policy of the trades unions 
have been at all times and in all in- 
stances unjust, unfair, legal, and 
tyrannical. They deny to every man 
the right to earn a living or to live who 
does not belong to the gang controlled 
by walking delegates, political self- 
seekers, mischief makers, and disturb- 
ers of the peace of the country, mostly 
composed of men who can scarcely ina 
legal way claim the rights of American 
citizenship. 
A more bragen display of impudence 
has probably never been seen on the 
American continent than that exhibited 
last night in the hall where San Fran- 
cisco’s foreign, fiddling Mayor and our 
own Sixth Ward Councilman, the 
spcok-creating fakir, Dr. Gas“ Hough- 
ton, undertook to read the riot act to 
the people of Los Angeles who have in- 
vested their money and risked their 
capital in founding and developing in- 
dustries of the utmost importance to 
the whole community, and especially to 
the earners of wages. These self-seek- 
ing fakirs, and nearly every person of 
a bad and not high eminence following 
in their wake, came into this country 
within the past few years by sufferance 
of the American people. They came 
here for the most part clad in rags, 
with their diaphragm. glued to their 
backbone from lack of nourishment in 
the congested districts of Europe from 
which they emanate, and with brazen 
effrontery they stand here in the midst 
of this city, in these days of great pros-. 
perity which have beer created by the 
true American citizens of this com- 
munity, and dare to proclaim that the 
Citizens’ Alliance has no right to exist. 

The right to exist and the right to 
exercise every function attempted to 
be exercised by this body of successful 
law-abiding and just men, is guaran- 
teed to them by every law on the stat- 
ute books of this State and nation. 
Who denies them the right to exist? 
Who denies them the right to act for 
their own protection and for their own 
interests under the laws of this coun- 
try? Shall a gang of low-browed, ig- 
norant, ragged rascals, with a hatred 
of all forms of government burning in 
their souls, be allowed to come here 
from the slums of every congested and 
degraded center of population in Eu- 
rope and tell us we shall not exercise 
our. legal rights because, forsooth, the 
exercise of these rights stands in the 
way of their diabolical schemes for 
tyrannigzing over, browbeating, slugging 
and killing decent, honest, hard-work- 
ing. iaw-abiding, intelligent, American 
citizens? 

And the Citizens’ Alliance rises up in 
all ite multitudinous strength and says 
in chorus, “Well, I guess not!" . 


APANESE TRADE COMPETITION. 
All reports from Japan go to show 
that the country, after the stress and 
strain and anxiety of war, is quietly 
and resolutely settling down to com- 
mercial and industrial development 
along every line. The struggle with 
Russia had to come, and, prior to the 
actual test of strength, realization of 
the fact and of the uncertainties in- 
volved operated as a severe check to 
national economic progress. The war 
iteelf meant a period of delay; trade 
and manufactures did not cease, but 
there was an absolute stop imposed on 
all new enterprises. But now that the 
conflict is over, and Japan assured of 
herself and secured in her position, she 
is making a determined dash for lead- 
ership in the trade of the Far East, 
the signs of which movement no other 

nation can afford to disregard. 
In an extremely valuable report to 
the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, Consul-General Miller of Yoko- 
hama shows how the government of 
Japan is directing, superviéing, and 
aiding the development of trade in a 
score of different ways. The govern- 
ment virtually, although indirectly, 
controls the banking business of the 
country, and by its able management 
of the national finances has made the 
money market so easy that, not mere- 
ly is the war debt being refunded at 
5 per cent., but there is money avail- 
able for every industry needing help 
at the moderate rate of 6 per cent. 
“Throughout the Empire,” writes Con- 
eul-General Miller, “in every line of 
trade and industry, the government 
will be found close at hand to render 
assistance, either expert or financial, 
through one of its many channels, 
No one in business, pressed by 


‘the exigencies of the times, hesitates 


to call upon hanks indirectly controlled 
by the government for assistance.“ In 
this way money is being spread all 
over the country in diversified indus- 
trial projects. ge 
It is in the manufacture of cotton 
yarn and fabrics that the commercial 
world will first be convinced of the 
formidable nature of Japanese compe- 
tition. Many new mills are being 
erected and equipped with the finest 
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and most modern machinery and plant, 
and as Japan knows and understands 


of the Far East, is preparing to fur- 
nish them, holds the dominant geo- 
graphical position, and enjoys an enor- 
mous advantage over every other com- 
petitor in respect of cheap labor, it is 
quite likely that within a very few 
years she will make a clean sweep of 
the cotton yarn and fabric market of 
China, on which the hopes of Ameri- 
can and European manufacturers have 
been so long centered. And this is just 
the beginning of things; in the produc- 
tion of iron, steel, electric light ap- 
pliances, wire, rails and care, hitherto 
considered essentially as western in- 
dustries, Japan has already taken the 
Held as a keen competitor. 

It has to be remembered that Japan, 
although poor in many of the raw ma- 
terials of manufacture, ia not only. 
blessed with magnificent coal flelds, but 
she has these coal fields in the imme-. 
diate vicinity of her harbors, and there- 
fore in the very best strategical posi- 
tion from the industrial campaign point 
of view. Already she is reaching out 
for raw materials all over the world 
for cotton and copper from America, 
for jute from India, for wool from 
Australia. The cost of the ocean trans- 
port of these becomes a mere bagatelie 
when the cheapness of manufacture is 
considered. The inevitable next step 
will be that, with tariffs beaten by 
cheap labor, the products of Japanese 
factories will find their way into all 
the markets of the world. For the im- 
mediate present China, Korea and 
Manchuria will principally engage the 
attention of Japanese trade. But these 
will not be its final limits. As The 
Times has long ago pointed out, the 
real “yellow peril,” or Asiatic peril, is 
a commercial and industrial one. 


E STANDARD AND THE LAW. 

For the past two years or more 
the Standard Oil Company has almost 
continuously been under fire. Scarcety 
was the outbreak of popular wrath in 
Kansas partly appeased when the’ Fed- 
eral government began its investiga- 
tion, and now before this is even con- 
cluded, Missouri, through its Attor- 
ney-General, has started a movement 
to drive the great monopoly and one 
of its largest subsidiary corporations, 
the Waters-Pierce Company, out of 
the State. 

There is nothing unusual in the fact 
that Standard Oi is being investi- 
gated. It has been investigated many 
times before. In Texas two of its 
leading officials were sent to jail for 
breaking the law; but today (although 


ard as much in the background es 
possible) the Waters-Pierce does prac- 
tically all the refined ofl business of 
the Lone Star State and has rid itself 
of competition as effectually as in any 
other State. 

The immediate purpose of the Mis- 
souri proceedings is to ascertain the 
exact relationship between the Stand- 
ard, the Republic and Waters-Pierce 
companies all of which are alleged to 
be doing business in defiance of Mis- 
souri’s anti-trust laws. The ‘Waters- 
Pierce is the company through which 
the Standard controls refined oil trade 
in part of the South and in Mexico. 
Its offices, tanks, refineries and tank 
cars are to be seen in every part of 
its vast territory in which oll is 
burned. In Mexico its cars are more 
frequently seen perhaps than any 
other kind of private car. In Mexico 
as in Texas trusts like the Standard 
are not in high favor and the rela- 
tions of the Waters-Pierce with the 
monopoly are kept in the dark as far 
as they can be. 

As the Standard Oil group has grad- 
ually acquired control of railroads in 
the United States, so the ostensible 
heads of the Waters-Plerce—acting for 
them, no doubt—have sought control 
of Mexico's transportation lines. To- 
day they own the Mexican Central 
with its 2500 miles of track covering 
nearly every point of importance 
south of the Rio Grande. H. Clay 
Pierce, the fugitive president of the 
corporation, is a director and one of 
the powers in the Mexican Central. 

The attorneys for the Standard deny 
the right of the Missouri authorities 
to go into New York and cite Mr. Rog- 
ers to answer questions regarding the 
company’s business. There may be 
some merit in their legal contention 
and it must be decided by the courts. 
The right of appeal is conceded, but, 
while this is true, there is no good 
reason for Mr. Rogers’s conduct. A 
dignified statement of his position and 
a respectful appeal to the courts of 
New York would have placed his case 
in a much better light than his flip-. 
pant replies and his treatment of the 
proceeding as a huge joke. =. 

The people resent the idea of any 
corporation magnatée considering him- 
self superior to the law and the in- 
vestigation of the Standard by the 


ress. What effect will it have upon 
Commissioner Garfield's findings when 
he sees high officials of the Standard 
fleeing like criminals and its vice- 
president striving so hard to hold back 
everything regarding its business. 
Win he not naturally look askance at 
any statements made him by the Stand- 
ard people? Will he not conclude 
that the reason for their refusal. to 
answer is that an answer would in- 


criminate them? The people will come 


to these conclusions without doubt, 
and the present proceedings may 
prove the means of arousing them as 
never before. 


EPUBLICANISM IN CHINA. 

Although there is a distinct move- 
ment in the direction of constitut'onal- 
ism and republican forms of govern- 
ment throughout the world, there is 
some danger that the movement may go 
too fast. It will go too fast whenever 
and wherever the people who seck to 
invoke its aid are unprepared to receive, 
enjoy, and defend its biessings. 

The spirit of revolution is growing ir 
the Chinese Empire. and its inspiration 
is econstitutionalism. The desire to 
break the bonds of autocratic rule, and 
to establish free government, with con- 
stitutional limitations, is a natural 
aspiration of men as they advance in 
intelligence and education. Young 
men who have returned to China from 
the universities of Japan and other 
countries wnere they have imbibed the 
ideals and the spirit of western civill- 
gation are anxious to turn the Chinese 
Empire into a republic. To do this the 
present dynasty must be overthrown. 


and it is said to be the purpose of |. 


these rash and radical reformers to 
drive China into a conflict with the 
powers, hoping that out of the result- 
ing chaos they may be able to build up 
a republican form of government. 
The zeal of youth is proverbia!, but 
the plans of youth are often exceed- 
ingly impracticable. It is also to be 
remembered that the snickersnee is stil! 
potent in the empire of the Celestials. 
If that final argument of the despot 
should suddenly resume activity in the 
realm.of old Tsi An, the reforms pro- 
posed by the young men of China 
might as suddenly die, even in th 
travail of their birth. : 

The agitators are said to be well or- 
ganized, and their movement is de- 
clared to be formidable. Even so, suc- 
cess for their cause is yet a long way 
off. The Chinese are slow to change, 
and tenacious of old traditions. Edu- 
cation in the direction of self-govern- 
ment must precede any practical and 
permanent progress toward that ideal. 
The Chinese are wholly uneducated in 
the art or science of self-governinent. 
For ages they have been accustomed to 
a despotic form of government. The 
average Chinaman, when he thinks at 
all, politically, thinks in terms of gov- 
ernmental absolutism. He may be 
ready to cut off the head of one des- 
potic ruler, but he is as ready to in- 
stall another in his place. While he 
may have some vague promptings of 
liberty, they are so indeterminate and 
so impracticable as to be of little use 
at any time—much less in à crisis 
which means life or death. 

As compared to the world-old tradi- 
tions and prejudices and misconcep- 
tions of the Chinese, these occidental 
ideas which her young men are dif- 
fusing are as a puff of smoke on a 
cloudy horizon. Until this wisp of 
smoke shall have famed up into a con- 
flagration, there will be no solid 
ground upon which to base a hope for 
the firm establishment of constitution- 
alism in Chime. The Chinese mind 
must undergo many radical changes be- 
fore the Chinese government can be 
radicany changed.“ 

When the Chinaman shall have be- 
come infused and imbued with demo- 
cratic ideals, a change will come about 
in his form of government. So far as 
may safely be premised, he is not yet 
ready for the change, and the probabil- 
ities are that a large number of geads 
will be cut off before he will be ready 
to receive and assimilate the new gos- 
pel of liberty. i

SPORTING GOODS MAN ALLEGES 
FRAUD IN ELECTION. 


—— 


Deposed as President at Recent An- 
„ nual Meeting, He Charges That 
Certain Shares of Stock Were Voted 
Without Right Against Him—Asks 
Court to Help Him. 


There is trouble over in the estab- 
lishment of the William H. Hoegee 
Company, and the sporting goods busi- 
ness is ripped up by the dissensions 
that have reached the culminating 
paint. 

Hoegee, until the recent annual meet- 
ing, Was president of the organization, 
as he has been the head and front of 
the concern. He originated and built, 
up the business, but at the annyal 
meeting recently he was thrown out of 
office, and was merely “appointed” a 
director by the grace of his opponents. 
He claims he was buncoed and has ap- 
pealed to the courts. 

Hoegee has begun two actions, one 
being a petition for review by the 
court of the alleged unlawful and 
fraudulent balloting for officers at the 
annual election, and another against 
F. A. alleging wrongful con 
version of certain shares of stock, for. 
which judgment is asked in the sum of 
$65,600, with an additional $5000 by way 
of punitive damages. and $1000 for costs. 

At the time of the election Hoegee 
claims to hive held 1198 shares of the 
company stock, and held two shares 
by proxy from his son; Arie Huegee, 
his brother, neld two shares, and II.

Antiquities from Egypt Received ‘by | 


the State University for the 
Museum. 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA 
(Berkeley) Jan. 26.—A shipment of 


at the museum of the department of 
anthropology at the Affiliated Colleges, 
which comprises the contents of one 
hundred and eighty-five cases obtained 
by Dr. George A. Reisner on excava- 
tions of the Hearst Egyptian Expedi- 
tion for the university at Naga-Ed- 
Der and Gizeh. From these two sites 
a vast amount of material has been 
gathered of great importance. 

At Nag-Ed-Der eleven cemeteries 
were excavated, the results finitely 
‘establishing the chronology from the 
earliést or predynastic to the latest or 
Goptic periods. From the anatomical! 
materials obtained; Prof. Elliott Smith 
of the Khedivial School of Medicine is 
proving that the inhabitants of Egypt 
of all periods belong to one continuous 
race, presenting the same physical and 
anatomical characteristics. The 4

mies found in some of the prehistoric 
cemeteries were in a remarkable state 
of preservation. Among the objects 
found were flint knives, stone, copper, 
and bronze implements, paint palettes, 
ornaments of ivory pottery, beads, 
amulets, coffins, clothing, and embroid- 
eries. 

At the great pyramid of Gizeh, 


exeavation, the explorations revealed 
the history of the royal cemetery. The 
most important objects found in this 
cemetery were seven small stelae of 
the time of Cheops, covered with ex- 
quisite reliefs, one of them, represent- 
ing Wep-om Nofret, son of the 
Pharoah, being beautifully painted. 
There was also an extraordinary white 
limestone head of Ka-Nofer, an official 
of Cheops: a fine double satue of a 
priest, named Sennuw, and his wife; 
and a limestone offering bow! of Yeni, 


tombe were found thirty-four statues 
and groups giving a great variety of 
forms and workmanship, the most re- 
markable of these being a wooden 
statue of a boy found beside the coffin 
of what is supposed to be his mother.

| The assessor deals with absolute fair- 
ness with these banks. He assesses the 
bank stock at iis market value. Then 
he takes the value of all the bonds, 
United States and other kinds. held by 
the bank, purchased with this capital 
stock, and he takes the sum total of 
the volue of these bonds and to this he 
adds the sum total of the value of all 
the real estate held by the bank, prop- 
erty into which the bank put its capl- 
tal stack and tis surplus funds. and 
he deducts thie grand total from the 
grand total valve of the stock, and as- 
sesses against the bank the remaining 
value of ite capital and surplus funds.

IN POOR MAN'S INTEREST. 


Now, a large class of people is often 
heard clarmoring against the law be- 


law. They say the provisior% were 
put there through the mechinations of 
the banks and the intrigues of rich 
men. They were put there by no such 
influences. The constitution of thé 
State of California, adopted by vote of 
the State ih 1879, was known at that 
time as the Workingmen's constitu- 
tion. The Workingmen's party domi- 
nated that convention. The delegates 
from this county who were. present at 
it, among them being the late Volney 
R. Howard and the late Col. James J. 
Ayers, were elected on the Working- 
men's ticket. They both took a very 
prominent part in framing the provi- 
sions of that instrument and the samo 
is true of scores of members to that 
convention who were elected on the 
same Workingmen’s ticket. As a mat- 
ter of fact. there were only three news- 
papers in the State of California which 
favored the adoption of the new con- 
stitution. One was the Marysville Ap- 
peal, the other the San Francisco 
Chronicle, and the third the Los Ange- 
les ress, then owned and controlied 
by Col. Ayers.

PEOPLE SAID. 

I went to the Territories just in ad- 
vance of these Congressmen. I asked 
every person I met in New Mexico and 
in Arizona whether he wished joint 
Statehood. New Mexico was lukewarm. 
Many said. No.“ More said, “We want 
single Statehood, but we can’t get it. 
So we will take joint Statehood. A half 
loaf is better than no bread.” There 
was no such wavering in Arizona. Ask- 
ing that question was like touching a 
match toa cannon cracker. Men did not 
merely say, We don’t want joint State- 

2 They made speeches. They shot 
forth reasons. They told storics. They 
made garables. Lawyers overwhelmed 
me with arguments, doctors analyzed 
the situation, storekeepers detained me 
to tell me all about it, conductors hung 
over rear seats of cars to discuss it: 
mining men, business men, teachers, 
editors, Democrats, Republicans, Pro- 
hibitionists, were all in the same mood. 
Sheriff Jim Lowry of Yavapai county 
sait to me in Prescott: “Sir, I'd like to 
see Arizona a State. But half a State 
with New A Mo sey as the other half? 
Well, I'd rather see it a Territory till 
I die.“ This was the gist of what they 
ali said. There are advocates of joint 
Statehood in Arizona. But in an in- 
discriminate inquiry among all classes 
of people I could not find one.

New Mexico—and Arizona, too, for 
that matter—believes it ought long ago 
to have become a State, of itsel As 
long ago as 1874 a bill granting State- 
hood passed both House and Senate 
and failed only In conference. Term 
after term since then, one Territorial 
Delegate after another has hammered 
away for admission. Not long ago Sen- 
ator Quay of Pennsylvania argued, 
traded, intrigued, and filibustered for 
it. Senator Beveridge in the last session 


jointly with Arizona, his pet measure, 
and B. 8. Rodey, the former Terrt- 
torial Delegate from New Mexico, de- 
voted his four years of service in the 
Hovse to pleading for Statehood. 
AS TO POPULATION. 

Two-thirds of the States had a 
smaller population than New, Mexico 
when admitted.- The Territory has an 
area about equal to New England, New 
York and New Jersey combined. and 
its people are spread all over it. Cen- 
sus enumerators have but thirty days 
to secure their data and receive but 
2% cents a name. They oye od cannot 
hunt up all the miners and sheep herd- 
ers. Many are thus left out. The pop- 
ulation is probably somewhat short of 
300.000. An Albuquerque newspaper 
makes an estimate that is doubtless 
close to correctness—144,000 people fror 
the States, 127,000 Mexicans, 13.000 In- 
dians. The present valuation of prop- 
erty for tax assessment estimated at 
about one-fifth the real value is $43,- 
000,000. Taxed at anything like its real 
worth, this wealth, course, could 
easily maintain a State government. 
And with the further development of 
the Territory, both population and 
wealth are bound to increase, since the 
development that present indications 
promise will be agricultural.

NEW MEXICO INDUSTRIES. 

The Territory is now largely de- 
6 on mining, ranching and lum- 
bering. The Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company and other interests own fron 
mines in the north from which 1000 
tons of fron ore a day are shipped to 
the smelters at Pueblo, Colo. It has 
anthacite coal and vast beds of bitu- 
minous, of which it produces about 4 

million and a half tons a year. There 
are 2300 miles of railroad, 1000 miles of 
which were built in the last five years. 
Grant county is said to mine more tur- 
quoises than all the rest of the world. 
New Mexico ships about 200,000 head of 
cattle a year to be fattened in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley States. The great — 


pounds more when it reaches —

ico. Its gold and silver mines produce 
about $10,000,000 a year. 

I saw at Albuquerque great train- 
loads of logs brought down from the 
Zuni Mountains to be made into se 
and doors at the mills of the American 
Lumber Company there, whose thous- 
and employés turn out $1,000,000 worth 
of manufactured lumber a year. Some 
of it is shipped by the carload to Gal- 
veston for export. Recently several 
carloads were sent to Glasgow. The 
waste from the mill runs the electric 
lighting plant for Albuquerque, whose 
owners are talking of selling electric 
power to run pumps for irrigation 
throughout the valley in which Albu- 
querque lies. Down in the Mesilla Val- 
ley, where the farmers have raised 
huge crops of alfalfa, grain, and fruits 
m good years, the government is 
pushing forward the Elephant Butte 
Dam project to impound the water that 
runs to waste in the spring; and, when 
that is completed, agriculture will be 


ideal climate can make it. Already 
settlers from Texas are flocking into 
the valley to take up the small allot- 
ments permitted under the provision of 
the irrigation project; for one acre of 
irrigated land in that climate is as 
productive as four in a land of rainfall. 
Similar Irrigation projects are under 
way in other parts of the territory—the 
Hondo, the La Plata, and the Las 
Vegas projecte—and many acres are 
irrigated by private enterprise. Tho 
LSO Estancia Valley already has a reputa- 
tion for its fruits, and the orcharde of 
Colfax are a delight to the eye; When 
the irrigation works now being pushed 
are completed, New Mexico's agricul- 
tural output will be considerable. 
Water is the prime necessity, and there 
is plenty of water if it can only be 
controlled, or pumped up. In places it 
is but a little way under the ground. 
Deming, near the Mexican line, is a 
ligtie paradise of green fields and whiri- 
ing windmills. For years one of its 
leading products was water, which was 
sent by the rallroed to El Paso, Tex., 
and sold there.

railroads, Outside of that, there will 
be no more passengers taking trains or 
leaving the trains in the new depot 
than there are in the old. The Arcade 
depot has stood where it is standing 
for ten years. Any business that that 
depot will bring to the locality has 1 
ready been brought. Its effect on the 
value of property there has been dis- 
counted. Now, let the intending in- 
vestor just stop one moment and think. 
It he is acquainted with many cities, 
what city in America is there where 
the presence of a passenger depot adds 
very materially to the business of the 
locality? Is it not a fact that property 
adjacent to a passenger depot is never 
anything like first-class business prop- 
erty in any city? 


The Freight End. 

The Southern Pacific Rallroad has 
stated it with the same definiteness 
that their freight depot is to remain 
where it is, adjacent to River station. 
It is further announced that the new 
freight depot to be constructed there 
will cost only a little less than the pas- 
senger depot on the site of the Arcade. 
Really, if the subject is carefully con- 
sidered it would seem that the pres- 
ence of the freight depot should have 
more effect in enhancing the value of 
adjacent property than the passenger 
depot. The number of railroad em- 
ployés in and about the passenger de- 
pot is small. The number around the 
freight depot is very large, and more 
of the freight men are desirous of find- 
ing a home near their point of employ- 
ment than is the case with those em- 
ployed around a passenger depot. Their 
physical efforts are much more severe, 
the men are less disposed to travel long 
Aistances to their meals and lodging, 
and in every way the addition to the 
population from the presence of the 
freight. depot in the adjacent territory 
ig always greater than in the case of 
the passenger depot.

from any spot in all Sierra Madre. 
Nestled at the very roots of the moun- 
tains proper, too little has been known 
about this charming nook for the rea- 
son that access to it was not easy. 
With the opening of the present year, 
the Huntington trolley lines have been 
extended to reach the very heart of the 
settlement. The old home of the late 
N. C. Carter was a spot whose wondér- 
ful beauty and magnificent views at- 
tracted the tourists making pilgrim- 
ages through the valley during all the 
last twenty-five years. During this 
time, at intervals pieces of land have 
been secured by many people and little 
cottages have been bullt, and orange 
groves planted around them. 

The central picture in the group on 
this page is the country home of a 
well-known Los Angeles physician, Dr. 
W. Jarvis Barlow. The house was 
planned for comfort and enjoyment, 
and the grounds around have been laid 
out with rare taste. It is an ideal 
spot for rest and for the enjoyment of 
a country home. The views in all di- 
rections are simply entrancing. Imme- 
diately behind the house tower the 
grim ridges of the Sierra Madre range 
culminating in. Wilson's Peak, which 
reaches a total of 6000 feet. The whole 
Sierra Madre range bends like a bow, 
with Mt. San Antonio, show-capped, 
near by and in the far distance Mt. 
San Jacinto, which rises to the height 
of ten or eleven thousand feet. In the 
middle distance runs the San Gabriel 
River at the lowest point of the beau- 
tiful valley which slopes gently up to 
where the house stands on one side, 
and on the other rises embracing the 
plateau where Pomona and Riverside 
nestie upon the plain and Redlands 
further up the heights, like Sierra Ma- 
dre at the roots of the higher ranges 
of the mountains.

And the Senate sees itself, calm and 
sure, facing trouble ahead, but only 
such troubles as it has faced before: 

So the Senate is pa- 
tient of our i-:pulses, more even than 
our Representatives in the House are. 
Tne Senate will stay on its course. Oh, 
it may veer just a little if we grow too 
violent. It bucks the storm center, try- 
ing its strength. (“Do you think the 
people still believe in him,” they ask, 
but not anxiously.) And if the Presi- 
dent fights back, the Senate pours on a 
barrel or so foil. But it does not turn 
aside. All will be still again some 
day. For Presidents and Congressmen 
and reform waves, they come and go, 
but the Senate goes on (forever. 
Democrat or Republican, young or old, 
rich or poor, demogogic or “pluto- 
gogic,” the Senate has charms to 
soothe them all. The Senate has man- 
ners and traditions; it is formal and 
easy; it has free speech and implied 
power. “Supposed to be an oligarchy, 
it is in itself a democracy: a Polish 
democracy, somebody called it, made 
up of nobles, and that is very pleas-

It is the fashion in Washington to 
ignore the past of “our” representa- 
tives. That is one reason why the 
city is so pleasant for them. And it is 
a fair and a practical attitude. Why 
shou.d Washington question the wis- 
dom of our choice of governors? But 
| we don't expect to dwell! long in Wash- 

ington. Our view is different. We 
want to forget the past, too; and we 
will if “our” representatives in the 
Senate, no matter how they got their 
seats, will represent us. It is only 
| fair, for me, however, to admit a pre- 
judice against the Senate, and having 
confessed, to explain it. Since the Sen- 
ate is made up so largely of men such 
as those I have named, bow can it 
represent you and me in the Senate? 
I can well believe that there is no 
bribery there. I can believe that men 
may reform after most successful ca- 
reers of corruption; for I have seen 
such reformers. And I can admire dig- 
nity and courage and courtesy and 
ality. But what I want to ask now 
is this:

Another complaint on the part of 
eastern physicians is the character of 
the examinations given, and that no 
allowance is made for the fact that a 
practitioner is bound to grow rusty on 
certain points which do not come up 
in the regular pursuit of the. profes- 
sion.

LIGHT ON BOARD’S SIDE. 
Dr. E. C. Buell, the only member of 
the State board residing in Los Ange- 


de ies, explained to The Times the stand 
t taken by the board and cast some light 


on that side of the controversy. 

He characterized all charges of graft 
and misappropriation of funds on the 
part of the board as absurd and not 
worthy of answer. He stated that 
three examinations are held each year, 
at each of which are, on an average, 
sixty candidates. Dach of these pays 
$20 as an examination fee, making a 
total of $1200 for each examination, or 
$3600 for the year. Out of this money 


four years ago, and has served con- 
tinuously since. He explained that the 
first year of its existence, the board 
had absolutely no funds and the mem- 
bers had to pay their own expenses. 
He furthermore stated that the $10 a 
day, allowed the members for their 
services, does not begin to recompense 
them for the loss of time, and that they 
are actually out of pocket after each 
examination. 

According to Dr. Buell, the creden- 
tials of the applicants are not exam- 
ined by the board untl after the ex- 
amination, but the candidates are re- 
quired to make affidavit as to their 
previous education. If, on examination, 
these affidavits are found to be false. 
the applicant is refused a license and 
his fee is retained by the board, but if 
it is found that the applicant was hon- 
est in his belief that his credentials 


his money is refunded. 

WELCOME GOOD MEN. _ 
Dr. Buell admitted that there might 
be cases where physicians with excel- 
lent qualifications for practice would 
fail to pass the examination, but he 
stated that in most cases the answers 
given by unsuccessful candidates are 
ludicrous in the extreme. In one case 
an applicant was asked what he would 
do if a patient were troubled with a 
pebble or other foreign substance in 
the ear; he answered that he would 


q | take it out. The examiner decided that, 


while this might be excellent logic, it 
did not prove that the candidate was 
fitted to treat ear troubles. Dr. Buell 
stated that this is only one of a long 
list of senseless answers which appli- 
cants give in their examinations, and 
explained why so many men fail to re- 
ceive licenses. 

Emphatically Dr. Buell denied that 
it is the intention or desire of the board 
to bar reputable physicians, and stated 
that, on the other hand, the board is 
glad to welcome to the State compe- 
tent men who would lend luster to the 
medical profession. 

The detective of the board denied 
that he had ever been guilty of perse- 
cuting any innocent man, and stated 
that it was his custom and the cus- 
tom of the board to be as lenient as 

e, with reputable physicians 
from other States, and that it was his 
aim to enforce the law, as it stands on 
the statute books, and nothing more. 
He stated that most of his energies 
were devoted to the prosecution of 
quacks and charlatans who preyed 
upon the fears of the ignorant and en- 
dangered the lives of many unsuspect- 
ing e.

The dispatcher was able to do this 
because in a dispatcher’s hands lies 
the power over all trains. A dispatcher 
is the czar of railroad operation, By 
means of his train sheets, he knows 
where every train is every minute that 
it is on his division.

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ticular dispatcher, in order to move 
his various trains with as little delay 
as possible on account of the wreck, 
began running his trains “on orders” 
as soon as he received word that the 
west track had been cleared.

WHERE THE CLAIM DEPARTMENT 

CAME IN. 

It was early morning when traffic 
was running smoothly again. With 
their nerves steadied by the advent of 
full daylighc, not a few of the survi- 
vors, after sending messages that they 
were safe, making preparations 
to continue their respective journeys, 
or to turn back home. was a

The claim department did not hear 
the last of the wreck for months. A 
majority of the claims, however, were 
settied without recourse to law, simply 
between the railroad’s

told, eight cases dragged their sinuous 
way through the courts. In six of 


jthem the railroad had verdicts pro- 


nounced against it for larger amounts 
than it considered just, und all were 
sustained on appeal. The remaining 
cases turned out victorious for the 
railroad. Both complainants had de- 
Clared themselves to be permanently 
disabled and incapacitated for work, 
hence they wanted enormous damages. 
The railroad felt that two sly attem 
were being made to victimize it. De- 
tectives were put on the trail of the 
men, who were shadowed for months, 


and and the evidence that the sleuths gave 


at the trials led to the conviction later 
of the complainants on indictments 
against them for perjury. 
It is the fraudulent attempts to 
bleed a railroad, declares the average 
railroad official, that cause a self-re- 
specting railroad to fight any claim 
that does not seem straight or just, 
or appears to have a flaw in it some- 
where. Hence there is frequently re- 
sultant feeling on the part of the pub- 
lic that when @ wreck occurs the rail- 
foads experiencing it seeks to avoid 
the consequences of the wreck. 

It is safe to say that the cases which 
appear in court growing out of a 
wreck are relatively small, as a gen- 
eral rule, compared with the number 
settied out of court. Indeed, the big 
majority are settled “outside” as soon 
as possible, releases being taken by 
the railroad. 

As a usual thing it is not difficult 
for the injured and the railroad to 


paying all bills. Nothing is left un- 
done that may contribute to their com- 
fort. The solicitude serves to lead the 
injured to the belief that the railroad 
desires to do the square thing by 
them, and when the claim agent comes 
around he finds his path to have been 
smoothed in advance. 
THE OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION. 
But the claim department is not the 
only branch of the service that is busy 
with affairs connected with the wreck 
for a considerable time after it has oc- 
cured. The operating department starts 
a rigid investigation into the cause of 
the wreck synchronously with the ar- 
rival of the superintendent at the 
wreck, and it is followed until the 


cause is decided beyond a doubt. Then, 


if any employé has been to blame, 
there swiftly comes the railroad’s pun- 
ishment—instant dismissal. Then also 
practically every big body connected 
with the safe movement of trains tries 
to puzzle out some way to prevent a 
similar wreck from occurring again. 
Such a scheme is well-nigh impos- 
sible to think out in these days of 
scientific railroading, when the chief 
end of railroading may be said to be 
the safeguarding of passengers, that 


been |@ railroad’s business may prosper, to 


say nothing of the humane reasons ac- 

tuating the operating department to 

employ all the safeguards that human 

ingenuity invents. 

MODERN SAFEGUARDS AGAINST 
WRECKS. 

There is the automatic electric block 
signal system, which protects a train 
from the one Immediately following. 
Even should the current that controls 
the system be interrupted, the sema- 
paore is so set that the force of grav- 
ity will throw it up to danger. 

Another great safeguard is the high 
speed power brake, giving the engineer 
full and instant control over the en- 
tire train. All he ‘as to do is to re- 
jease—‘“cut his uir’—in the train line, 
and the outside atmospheric pressure 
of fifteen pounds to the square inch 
sets the brakes—the emergency brakes,

Then, before he re- 
turns, swinging flag or lanterns, by day 
he places a torpedo on the track, and 
by night a slow-burning color fuse. 
These precautions survive from the 
days when the automatic block sig- 
nal was not known. Every railroad 
equipped with the block signal system 
still employs these means “to make as- 
surance doubly sure.” 

Again, there is the dispatcher, as ex- 
pert a man in the safe movement of 
trains as can be hoped for while hu- 


man nature is such as it is at present. | 


Every minute he is on duty he knows 


where every train on his division 18. 


He knows every: side track, switch, 
cross-over, turn-out. The whole di- 
vision is ever before him as he sits at 
his key; his one aim and purpose is to 
run all these trains so that all will reach 
their respective destinations in safety. 
That he may do this, he is in constant 
touch with all the raflroad telegraphers 
placed at stations along the division. 
To them he issues orders on the min- 
ute, knowing that they will be ex- 
ecuted as speedily. 

THE ONE GREAT CAUSE OF 

WRECKS. 

All these men are carefully picked. 
So, also, are the men in the mainte- 
nance of way department, whose duty 
is to see that the track is in perfect 
condition, to the slightest detail. The 
maintenance of way men work at the 
track all day long, particular portions 
are patrolled day and night by track 
walkers, bridges are sedulously in- 
spected and guarded. Yet half an hour 
after a section gang has been work- 
ing at some spot in its section, to 
make it perfect, a train may be 
wrecked right there by a broken rail. 

The simple truth of the matter is 
that by far the big majority of the 
wrecks occurring on railroads are due, 
not to the negligence of the respon- 
sible officials to throw all the safe- 
guards possible around the traveling 
public, but to the breakdown, often 
unaccountable, of one or more of the 
human cogs in the intricate system 
maintained to safeguard the public. 
An engineer with a clean record reach- 
ing back a score of years, runs by a 
signal set dead against him. A splen- 
did telegrapher translates an order 
wrong, or trusts its delivery to a sta- 
tion lounger. A switch is set wrong 
by an old hand. A mistake is made 
by some one, it is not caught in time, 
and the result is—a wreck. 

This, in spite of serupulous selec- 
tioh of men all along the line. The 
railroads have not yet hit on a pian 
of making all their men, or even one 
of them, infallible. If any one has 
such a scheme and desires a large 
fortune, let bim hie himself to the 
nearest general offices of a big rail- 
road. For the railroad official hates a 
wreck above everything else. He 
would make great sacrifices to prevent 
one on his line. 


ANYTHING TO PREVENT A WRECK. 

“Putting aside our natural horror 
over such a catastrophe,” said a well- 
known official recently, “we also 


pts} loathe a wreck for a purely selfish rea- 


son. The last wreck we had cost ts 
a littl over two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars in rolling stock re- 
pairs, and damage settlements. To 
have prevented that wreck we would 
have been willing to spend several 
times that sum of money, in order to 
keep unshaken the traveling public's 
confidence in us. It is the public’s 
confidence in a railroad’s ability to 
carry ite freight about safely that is 
a railroad’s best asset. Let that con- 
fidence be shaken by a wreck—one 
wreck will often do it—and the road 
stands to lose many, Many more thou- 
sands of dollars than by the wreck 
itself. 

“A thorough understanding on this 
head should dispel the notion enter- 
tained by many that even railroads 
with rather strong monetary resources 
are reluctant to safeguard their trains 
until driven to it by public opinion 
aroused by a series of bad wrecks.”

ELECTRICAL SCIENCE. 


The Weather Bureau’s Voluntary Wire- 
less Service—Collection of Notes 
from Ships. 


{Boston Transcript! The United 
States Weather Bureau has lately en- 
tered upon a field of work which, judg- 
ing not only by the results thus far 
attained but also by the interest dis- 
played on the part of those most deep- 
ly concernéd, bids fair to hecome, whea 
fully developed, of vital importance and 
benefit to the maritime interests of the 
country. This is the systematic coilec- 
tion of meteorological observations 
from vessels at sea by means of wire- 
less telegraphy and the simultaneous 
issuance of weather forecasts and 
storm warnings to these vessels, based 
upon the observations thus collected. 
As ile well known, the Weather Bureaa 
has for some time past been engaged in 
the work of gathering meteorological 
and physical statistics of the seas, with 
a view of revising and improving the 
already existing pilot charts of the va- 
rious oceans, Twenty-five hundred ob- 
servers are at present engaged in this 
work, with the result that the Bureau 
has accumulated a vast fund of infor- 
mation pertaining to the sea, of the ut- 
most assistance to the navigator in de- 
termining his route and in shaping his 
course safely from port to port, all of 
which will in time be published in a 
form capable of being appreciated by 
seamen. The service rendered by these 
observers is entirly voluntary, shipown- 
ers and masters feeling that the in- 
formation from time to time furnished 
them by the bureau is ample return for 
this exertion. The present work, how- 
ever, is a step in advance of this. 

A special code has been prepared in 
the bureau by means of which exact 
information as to date and hour, the 
latitude and longitude of the vessel, the 
atmospheric pressure and temperature, 
the force and direction of wind, and the 
character of the sky is all compressed 
into four words. The task of encipher- 
ing this meteorological dispatch is per- 
formed without charge by the wireless 
operators aboard the vessel. Upon its 
receipt at any of the coast wireless 
telegraph stations it is at once for- 
warded to Washington, having prefer- 
ence as government business. Shouid 
occasion demand it, special storm 
warnings based upon the dispatches 
thus received are to be prepared and 
dispatched by wireless telegraphy to all 
veasels known to be in the vicinity at- 
fected. The value of such a service 
was demonstrated in the case of the 
hurricane of October 11 last, in which 
the steamship Campania was severely 

. This storm was of no great 
area, and timely warnings as to its ex- 
istence might have enabled this vessel 
and others to avoid its center of ac- 
tivity. Another feature of value is that 
the system may enable the bureau to 
inform transatiantic liners and other 
vessels as to limit of fog and ice on the 
Grand Banks, so by slightly altering 
their course they may steer clear of 
these rs’ The vessels of the 
American liners were the rat to lend 
their assistance in the wireless weather 
service, having been selected for this 
duty by the bureau on account of the 
long fraining and special skill of the

The Irapuato berry is smaller than 
that of California, but its aroma and 
flavor are more delicious. Of the 
twenty-two kinds of fruit 

from Mexico, the orange is first in 
importance and the strawberry is the 
fifth. Irapuato alone sends out 93000 
(gold) worth per annum. 

The Pan American Rallway, being 
constructed in Chiapas by Los Angeles 
men and money, is pushing southward 
at places at the rate of one kilometer 
per day, the fastest construction work 
yet undertaken in this easy-going land.

Lack of Apples Increases the 
Citrus Trade.

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—The situation 
im oranges and the selling agencies at 
this end seems to be substantially thy 
same as it has been. As Floridas de- 
crease and Californias arrive in larger 
quantities. there are less of the former 
and more of the latter seen among the 
retail distributing agencies. Nearly 


all stand men are handling fornias 
almost exclusively and push mea 
are banishing the tangerine fand the 


Florida orange for the more satisfac- 
tory California fruit, the fruit which 
they declare keeps better and is, there- 


fore, more profitable for them to buy. 


It is manifestly impossible for every 


dealer to sell out his total supply each 


day, though a surprisingly large pro- 
portion of them do it. For this reason 


they are interested in 3 fruic 


which will keep longer tha 

when it is bought. It is a foregone 
conclusion that Floridas will not, 
dealers always wel- 


come the time when Californias cau 


be bought low enough to make them 


profitable. — 
The continuation of mild weather 


has caused sales to be relatively much 
larger than usual. For example, there 
is no snow as this is written and in 
piace of the sero weather which has 


3; prevailed for several winters past at 


this time the temperature is about the 
same as October. Overcoats are fre- 
quently burdensome in the middle of 
the day, and there is practically no 
frost at night. The result of this com- 
bination of favorable climatic influ- 
ences is that sales have continued un- 
usually strong and retailers on the 
street have been able to handle a 
larger proportion than usual at this 
increased consumption has 
taken Floridas out of the market al- 
most before it was realized and now 
buyers must turn to Californias to sat- 
isfy every demand. 

Everything, nearly, excepting Call- 
fornias is out of the way. Some Por- 
idas.are coming along and selling at 
auction and at private sale, but not 
enough to affect the market either way. 
It is all Californias now and demand 
increases proportionately. Never be- 
fore has California controlled the mar- 
ket so early in the season, but it must 
be remembered in this connection that 
ttf Florida crop never started north 
so early in the winter and the same 
observation applies to California.

There is so much of this that 
matter which is really of value is de- 
layed so long in publication that it 
is of use only in much the same way 
as a biography of Julius Caesar—as a 
work of reference for students of an- 
cient history. Much of the delay is 
caused by the employment of the cost- 
ly, antiquated hand composition, long 
since discarded by private corpora- 
tions and business houses, but kept in 
use at the demand of the I. T. U., sim- 
ply to give employment at high rates 
to a lot of its incompetent members 
who cannot earn a living elsewhere. 
A few typesetting machines have been 
introduced in the Government Print- 
ing Office within the past year or two, 
but they are not in general use there, 


and their use will not be extended if

An Unfair Proposition. 

The Building Trades’ Council has de- 
nounced the San Francisco Bulletin by 
resolution as being “unfair.” The 
Typographical Union, the Pressmen’s 
Union and the Stereotpyers’ Union 
have united in denouncing the resolu- 
tion placing the Bulletin on the unfair 
list as unwarranted and unfair.

ELLOW PERIL 
BOGIE MAN. 


IN REALITY ONLY A TEMPEST IN 
A TEAPOT. 


Fomented by Labor Agitators and 
Pot- house Politiciane—Press and 
Politicians Kowtow to Demagogues. 
Injustice and Danger of Ju Toy 
Decision. 


G. E. Warner has an able article in 
the Albany Law Journal for Decem- 
ber, which is here reproduced. It will 
be observed that the writer tells some 
plain truths in a plain, blunt way: 

The bogie of the “Yellow Peril” has 
been stalking the land for some time 
past, sending icy shivers into the boots 
of timorous citizens. It has been pro- 
claimed that the Chinese coolies and 
the sons of Nippon were swarming to 
the Pacific Coast in menacing numbers, 
and, by lowering the wages, crowding 
the laboring white clasg to the wall. 
Labor Organizations, boards of trade, 
and pot-house politicians have formu- 
lated pronunciamentos, and scattered 
them broadcast over the country. It 
is pertinent to inquire the real condi- 
tions on the Pacific Coast. 

It is to be premised that the pro- 
nunciamentos, which have gone 
abroad, do not emanate from the rank 
and file of Californians, and Pacific 
Coast citizens, the opinions therein ex- 
pressed are not shared by the better 
elements, the intelligent and thinking 
class of the Pacific Slope. They are 
the emanations of a few hot-heads of 
labor organizations, and politicians 
who wish to “stand in” with these or- 
ganizations, which dominate the Pa- 
— —S the detriment of the peo- 
ple an @ prosperity of all 
classes of business. Waite te. un- 
questionably true that the lower class 
of coolies, and the less desirable sub- 
jects of the Mikado, do not all make 
ideal citizens; yet it is unquestion- 
ably true that they are fully as de- 
sirable, as a class, as much if not 
a majority of the scum and offal 
from Europe landing on the Atlantic 
Coast. There are no anarchists or 
bomb-throwers among them. There 
may be tongs and highbinders, but 
there are no Mafia and “Black Hand” 
among them. They are all industri- 
ous, and never become a public charge. 
They may have a passion for gambling 
and smoking opium—many native-born 
Americans possess the same weakness 
—but they are seldom embezzlers; they 
have some redeeming virtues as well 
as several damning vices. 

It cannot be denied that the Celes- 

are industrious and serviceable 


less; and as ranch 
hands, the Chinese and Japanese fix 
the wage a little higher than the aver- 
age white men of their class of labor 
demand. They raise, rather than low- 
er, the wages. Ranchmen, depending 
upon hired help to save their crops 
of apricots,—which must be harvested 
at once when they are ready for gath- 
ering,—and other perishable crops, 
olives, almonds, peaches, oranges, 
lemons, etc., find the Chinese and 
Japanese laborers much more depend- 
able than either the white or Mexi- 
can laborers—there is no negro help, 
to speak of, on the Pacific Coast. In 
the present condition and development 
of the Pacific Coast States, Chinese 
and Japanese laborers are a blessing 
rather than a menace and the work in 
these States could not be done without 
This bluster regarding the Chinese 
and Japanese being an evil menacing 
the prosperity of the country, or the 
future of labor, is all a tempest in a 
teapot, the spawn of a few biatant 
labor leaders and time-serving politi- 
clans, and not the deliberate opinion 
of intelligent and propertied citizens 
of the Pacific Coast. These same labor 
agitators are blatant demagogues, who 
dominate and prostitute the politics 
of the city of San Francisco, and, to 
a large extent, of the Pacific Coast 
generally, and respectable politicians 
and political parties kowtow to them, 
and the local papers give currency to 
their vaporings, because the organiza- 
tion is one of the most unscrupulous 
and tyrannical entities that ever raised 
a vile head in free America—will stop 
at nothing to ruin a man or business 
which does not submit to the whim of 
organized labor. Murder, on more than 
one occasion, is believed to have been 
committed in San Francisco in fur- 
therance of their diabolical object.

This 
result is thought to be largely due to 
the fact that the attorney who un- 
dertook to look after the interests of 
the deportee did so in such an un- 
skilful way as not to present the case 
to the court in a manner compelling

This decision was made in the Ju 
Toy case, decided May 8, 1905, which, 
strange to say, has received but very 
little comment or criticism at the 
hands of either the lay or the pro- 
fessional press. But it is criticized in 
no uncertain terms by the well-known 
law writer and author, James M. Kerr, 
in the new work called Kerr's Cyclo- 
pedic Civil Code of California,” just 
published, wherein is found a syste- 
matic treatment, from the legal stand- 
point, of the Chinese Exclusion Act, 
in which are collected all the statutes 
and all the decisions on the subject. 
The author of that work, in speaking 
of the Ju Toy case, says: “The ma- 
jority opinion in the Ju Toy case 
(supra) is thought to be dangerous in 
the extreme, and indefensible on any 
principle. If the decision is jus-

determinative of the rights of the cit- 
wen, is an infringement on the rights 
of the Federal judiciary, as well as 
violative of the rights of the citizen, 
and is thought to be unconstitutional.”

An Old Printer Wants to Know 
About the Eight-Hour (Closed 
Shop) Strike, What Good it Hag 
Done—What Good it le Likely to 
Do. 


A t of Newspaperdom 
writes the following open letter to 
James Lynch, President of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union: 

Dear Sir: As an old-time member of 
the Typographical Union and one who 
still pays his dues and assessments, I 
take the liberty of addressing this let- 
ter to you through New 5 

I understand that you take the 
credit of being the father of the pres- 
ent eight-hour strike now in progress 
throughout the United States and 
unsatisfactory results shown up to 
this time prompt me to ask a few per- 
tinent questions as to what has been 
accomplished. 

I am familiar with the fact that 
some sixty or more cities, seven 
eight thousand compositors have re 
sponded to your call and struck for the 
eight-hour day; I also understand that 
the majority of this number are still 


the on strike and seeking employment in 


shops row running eight hours, but 
with small prospects of success. 

In Chicago, when 700 men were 
called out of about thirty offices,— 
apart from the few who have succeeded 


tne 


men from the small Western towns; 
these men are working for whatever 
price the employer sees fit to pay them 
and in the thirty or more shops men- 
tioned, the union scale has been forgot- 
ten. At almost every important point 
struck the same conditions exist, print- 
ers from country and - non-union 
towns are coming in and gradually fill- 
ing the vacancies and the old employés 
are on the streets or tempor- 
ary relief. 

With the comparatively small num- 
ber of shops that have conceded the | 
eight-hour day, can you see anything 
ahead better than the disruption of the 
union ranks and ruin to the employers 
who conceded the eight hours? 

I have a certain amount of sentiment 
for the union and my membership in 
it, for I have been paying dues many 
years and my early experiences and 
recolléctions with my mates at the 
case were pleasant, but frankly, Mr. 
wynch, what have you today to put be- 
fore a man as an argument for union 
membership and any assurance that, 
under union rule he will prosper? 
What, as leader of the union, are you 
doing for us now? Though the refer- 
endum vote taken to strike on Janu- 
ary ist (or sconer) for the eight-hour 
day was carried, was not the number 
who voted negatively a goodly—sur- 
prisiigly—large number? What about 
these unwilling strikers in the smaller 
cities, men with families, who perhaps 
own their little homes and have been 
identified with their home towns from 
boyhood; who went out reluctantly, 
but on your order, who are loyal union 
men and will observe to the letter the 
obligation they have taken, but are 
now on the street and their old jobs 
filled? 

What can you do for them Mr. Lynch 
—who are responsible in a very great 
measure for their condition and mis- 
fortune? 

Such men as these are the bone and 
sinew of our union. They are’substan- 
tial, industrious law-abiding men; they 
rear families, build homes, take an in- 
terest part in civic affaira— 
through your orders these men are, 
thousands of them, without employ- 
ment and to get in to positions again 
must leave their homes and seek work 
in other places at, probably, less 
money than they have been 
to receiving,—their homes broken up, 
their ambitions dampened and their 
success in life injured. 

What has the record of your office 
deen during the past two years? None 
of us can get at it accurately, but the 
general impression is that it has been 
one of no progress and extravagant 
outlays. You stated in Toronto and 
elsewhere last year that when the 
strike came January first you would 
have $1,000,000 to meet it with and 
that the strike would be but a flash in 
the pan anyway. You said, as did also 
Mr. Bramwood, Mr, Hays, Mr. Wright 
and others that you had the employers 
“cinched” and that there would be lit- 
tle or no opposition. You misled us 
Mr. Lyuch for you never had the em- 
ployers “cinched” and you never had 
$1,000,000 to fight them with, When 
the srike was called you had only 
$43,000 available as stated in your own 
report. Then you called a fifty-cent 
assessment and said if every member 
paid it, success was assured: on such 
assurances the vote was easily passed, 
but ina short time, two or three weeks, 

a notice went out saying a 10 per cent. 
assessment was necessary and if paid 
“Success was assured.” But success is 
not assured, Mr. Lynch, but far from it 
and some of us loyal membérs are 
going to be badly left. What would 
you advise? I am told by some of my 
friends in whose acumen I have great 
confidence, that if some progress is not 
made toward settlement with the em- 


‘ploying printers within a short time, 


say two or three weeks, that the wise 
ones are to be tipped off and given 
a chance to get to cover~then for a 
grand scramble to quarters! That is 
not dignified for a man of my age and 
standing in the community and would 
be very ungraceful, considering the 
years I’ve been in the union; but 1 
must have work—and soon. What 
would you advise, Mr. Lynch?

The unity and security of a univer- 
sity can only be assuréd through ac- 
countability to a central office. While 
every one is to have freedom to do in 
his own way the thing he is set to do, 
so long as his way proves to be a good 
way, the harmony of the whole de- 
pends upon the parts fitting together 
and upon definiteness of reaponsibility 
and frequency of accountability. No 
self-respecting man is gol ty aJdmin- 
ister a great office, or an oe espon- 
sible for great results, and have any 
doubt about possessing the powers 
necessary or incident to tho perform- 
ance of his work. He will have enough 
to think of without having any ‘doubt 
upon that subject. There 4 no 
fear of his being too much inflated with 
power. There Will de enough to take 
the conceitse out of him and keep him 
upon the earth. If he cannot exercise 
the powers of his great mee, and yet 
keep steady and sane, there is no hope 
for him. and he will speedily come io 
official ruin. It is not a matter of up- 
lifting or of inflating a man, Sut of 
getting a man who can meet the de- 
mands of 4 great situation. 

He ought, in the first place, to be 
reasonably at peace with mankind and 
in love with youth. He must have the 
gift of organizing and the qualities of 
leadership. He ought to have ‘een 
trained in the universities, not only for 
the sake of his own scholarship, but 
that he may be wholly at home in their 
routine, and tmbued with their pur- 

. He must be moved by public 
Spirit as distinguished from university 
routine or mere scholarly purpose. He 
must be a é@cholar, but not necessarily 
in literature, or science, or moral phil- 
osophy. It is quite as well if it is in 
law, or engineering, or political his- 
tory. He must be «eyrapathetic with au 
learning. He can no longer hope to be 
an echolar in every study. He can hard- 
ly hope to administer such a trust or 
fill such a post without some knowi- 
eige of and considerable aptitude for 
law. His sense of justice must be 
keen, his power of discrimination 
quick, his judgment of men and wom- 
en accurate; his patience and polite- 
ness must give no sign of tiring, and 
the strength of his purpose to accorm- 
plish what needs to be done must en- 
dure to the very end. Yet he must de- 
termine differences and decide things.

During the early years of the 
Revolution one large class of Frank- 
Un's correspondents was composed of 
young men, in or out of ghe French 
any, all noble, needy, burning with 
eager enthusiasm for the American 
service and the glorious cause of lib- 
erty, and asking only to have their 
expenses to America defrayed and to 
enter the army with a rank suitable 
tc their exalted position and attain- 
ments. 2 

One protests his indifference to wine, 
women and song, and declares his only 
true happiness to lle at the mouth of 
acannon, With one voice they protest 
a deathiess devotion to the American 
cause, deny with equal vehemence and 
disgust that personal motives play any

the present war for their own base 
ends. M they ask for money, it is de-

As ie well known, this influx of for-

In the course of my 
recent work in Alabama I have made 
a crude preliminary estimate of the 
available ore reserve, and think it safe 
to say that in Alabama alone there 
are still almost 1,000,000,000 tons of red 
ore above the thousand-foot level. The 
totat red-ore reserves of Alabama, 
Georgia, and Tennessee are without 
doubt far in excese of those of the 
Lake Superior district. Brown ores 
eecur in the same area, which with 
careful washing may average 48 per 
cent. metallic iron, and sell for $1.50 
to $2.50 per ton. These brown ores are 
also silicious and non-bessemer, so that 
the southern industry has been toward 
making foundry irons. Open-hearth- 
steel plants are now, however. taking 
a fair share of the product, and in con- 
sequence many furnaces in the South- 
ern United States now run on basic 
iron exclusively.—[E. C. Eckel, in The 
Engineering Magazine for January.

HE PLACE OF THE LAMBS. 


“The story of the lives of Charles 
and Mary Lamb,” wrote Talfourd half 
a century ago, “is now told; nothing 
more remains to be learned respecting 
it.” Yet Talfourd believed Lamb's 
celibacy to be an estate of deliberate 
self-sacrifice for the sake of his sister. 
We are glad it was neither that nor a 
result of insensibility; he wished to 
marry, and he could not manage it; 
and for both facts we should be sin- 
cerely grateful. 

With Mary Lamb the case is some- 
how different. Her life, with all its 
shadows, we can but feel to have n 
rounded and complete. We suppose it 
true that it is more to a woman to be 
a mother than to be a wife. Mary 
Lamb’s maternal instinct brooded over 
not only her brother but his friende— 
over Hazlitt and Martin Burney, and, 
above ail, Coleridge. She outlived 
Lamb many years, dying in 1847, a 
very old woman. Her body was laid 
above that of her brother. What noise 
did she make in the world, what did 
she write? That is something tor us 
to talk of, if at all, at another time. 
Whether she was a “female poet” or 
“female author’ of any considerable 
kind does not concern us at the mo- 
ment. Both she and her brother be- 
long to that small company of persons 
who, having achieved something in art, 
are yet principally cherished in mem- 
ory for what they were; not for their 
supernal virtues, but for their sweet 
and wholesome humanity. This is 
what Thackeray was paying tribute to 
when, with tears, he called Lamb 
“Saint Charles: this is the generous 
quality for which, with something like 
a personal pang of affection, we call 
to mind the gentile features, firm, yet 
emiling. of his sister—eurely the best 
of sisters.

PESSIMISM AND OPTIMISM. 


HE representatives of each of these schools of phil- 

| osophy aim to define life in the terms of their re- 

spective theory. The pessimist is prone to look at 

the world through the murky blue spectacles of despon- 

dency, while the optimist peers at life through lenses of 
clear crystal. 

The misconceptions that agitate the popular mind con- 


first, that every incisive adverse criticism upon life is a 
manifestation of pessimism; and, second, the equally er- 
roneous idea that an indiscriminate, hence uncritical, ac- 
ceptance of good, bad and indifferent conditions as the 
best possible etate of affairs attainable is optimism. 


Whereas the ere 
of the melancholy pessimist is focused upon the black 
spots—lamenting that all- is shrouded in darkness and 
eternally lost—the healthy, thoroughgoing — 
without wholesale condemnation of the entire scheme 
the universe, sees with open, clear-eyed vision the 
shadows that temporarily obscure the light, and while 
pointing out the gloomy places as those needing irradia- 
tion, never doubts the possibility of replacing evil with 
good, darkness with light, vice with virtue, ignorance 
with knowledge, hate with love, without lapsing either 
into weak sentimentalism or emasculate optimism. 

If the normal optimist indulges in speculative flights 
on the wings of sanguine Hope amid depressing circum- 
stances, his Hope is born of the deep-seated conviction 
that just so surely as ecience has demonstrated the forces 
at work in the physical evolution of man. so likewise 
will the evolutional forces continue to remain operative, 
making slow but steady progress and constant improve- 


ment upon man's moral and spiritual nature, upon the

At one end 
of it is a conservatory, where the flowers bloom when 
Jack Frost has bitten off all other vegetation with the 
“forty-degrees-below-zero teeth” which he uses in this 
latitude. The Governor's house has double windows. 
It is heated by steam and it is always summer there.

After the trial wassover he went back to Quebec, but 
a short time later accepted an official position in the 
territorial government. This brought him again to 
Manitoba and he has been here from that time to this, 
having spent twenty-nine years in the Territories.

Louisiana Purchase, as well as to the famous Oregon 
expedition under Lewis and Clark, the acquisition of the 
Northwest Territory through George Rogers Clark, and 
to the achievements of other noted men through whose 
efforts nearly two-thirds of American territory had been 
acquired. Albemarle is hardly second to Westmore- 
land in the birth of statesmen and great Virginians, and 
it is fitting that the President's name and home should be 
linked with these historic associations and environment. 


Over yonder is Monticello, the home of the immortal Jet- 


ferson, where the blue mountain peaks and the gracious 
landscapes are the tenderest tributes to the illustrious 
sage. Scarcely any view in the United States equals that 
from Monticello—of river, plain, city, university and 
towering mountains in the distance. Twenty miles dis- 
tant is Montpelier, the home of Madison, who was con- 
fessedly the father of the Constitution.

Most Beautiful Cat. 


THE OCELOTS OF MEXICO, AND How 
THEY Live.

HRE the forest grows most deep and the tan- 

gied creepers weave their tracery between mighty 

trunks on the tablelands of Mexico and Central 

America dwells the most beautiful cat in the world—at 

least so all the natural historians say, and they ought 
to know. 

This is the ocelot, and it lives forever among the tree- 

tops and on their larger branches, seldom running 

about on the ground unless forced to do so by the bird 


| OF monkey which it is chasing. On these two dwellers 


in the forest the cat for the most part subsists, though it 
is also said to be a good fisherman, as are many of the 
American cats, upon occasion. On the plains below the 
ocelots’ range and in the peaks above it dwell pumas 
and smaller cats respectively, but with them the beau- 
tiful miniature leopard seldom intermingles, living in 
pairs and very much to itself. 

Long years ago, when Moctezuma sat upon the throne 
of the Aztecs, the nobles of his court had trained these 


legs, and speckles on the feet and toes, to large egg- 
shaped ocelli on the flanks. There are also two beauti- 
ful pearl-colored spots on the back of each ear, like those 
which form the common ornaments on the wings of 
many moths.” I know of no better description than 
this, familiar though I am with the animal under discus- 
sion, but the photograph herewith published shows, 
probably much better than could ever be told with pen 
and ink, the lithe grace and rich beauty of marking 
which belongs to these small cats. 

I say mall“ advisedly, for the largest one I have 
ever seen would not weigh so much nor stand so high as 
one of the small hill lynxes of Southern California. 
They make good-natured and tractable pets, and to this 
day, though they are no longer used for hunting, the 
natives in the heart of the great forests of Central 
America domesticate them and keep them about the 
house as we do cats, They hunt through the trees in 
the neighborhood of their master’s dwelling, catching 
their own living from the hordes of birds, flying squir- 
rels and monkeys that fill these bits of wilderness with 
their cries. Probably, though they might be easily do- 
‘ mesticated here, they would seek to collect from the 
_ poultry-houses of unsuspecting neighbors, and for this 
reason if for no other it Is possibly best that no one has 
attempted to foist an ocelot farming organization on the 
Stock-buying population of the Southwest. 

In the picture referred to above, the ocelots are seen 
playing. but the manner in which they can accommodate 
themselves to inequalities of surfaces over which they 
happen to be creeping when stalking any game is well 

shown by the attitude of the larger and male animal on 
the fallen log; one has almost to look twice to see where 
the log leaves off and the ocelot begins. This is the per- 
| fect posture of the cat about to leap, not upon unsus- 
pecting prey, but upon its mate in friendly play. When 
following a grouse or a rabbit or a young monkey 
through the treetops, or even closer to the ground, over 
the fallen trunks of trees, as is necessary in swampy for- 


ocelots to hunt as the chee ahs of India are now trained, 
ant with them they brought down many an antelope, 
many a burra deer as they roamed the vast mesas lying 
about the lakes of Tenochtitlan. Smaller than the leop- 
ard, but built on the same powerful lines, the ocelot was 
a creature to be reckoned with by all of the big game of 
the region over which it hunted. Less strong than i 
congener, the jaguar, it was yet more crafty and cou 
get fully as much and as large game as el tigre by ! 
superior headwork. Today the jaguars are rapidly 

appearing from the northern part of Mexico, but on t 
contrary, the ocelots are increasing with every season. 
Like our lynxes, however, they are very secretive, and 
the average casual hunter, if he goes into wild country, 
will see more of the large cats than he will of the small 
ones, though the latter may be creeping through the 
rush all about him. In this country, for the ocelot 


does come up into Texas, and the jaguar has been killed 


in Arizona, they are even more adept at hiding, and. 
though the little spotted cats breed in the Pecos and 
Brazos river bottoms each year, the sight of one is made 
the occasion of much newspaper talk throughout the 
State. 

Regarding the markings of the ocelot as compared to 


those of other animals, an eminent British zodlogist, 


whose name I do not now recall, has said: 


“Its coat, with the exception perhaps of that of the 
clouded leopard of Sumatra, marks the highest develop- 
ment of ornament among four-footed animals. The Ar- 
gus pheasant alone seems to offer a parallel to the beau- 
ties of the ocelot’s fur, especially in the development of 
the wonderful ocelli, which, though never reaching in 
the beast the perfect cup and ball ornament seen on the 
wings of the bird, can be traced in all the early stages 
of spots and wavy lines, so far as the irregular shell- 
shaped rim and dot on the feet, sides and back, just as 
in the subsidiary ornament of the Argus pheasant feath- 
ers. Most of the ground tint of the fur is smoky pearl 


color, on which the spots develop from mere dots on the

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Loubet's Retirement. 
First FRENCH PRESIDENT TO Con. 
PLETE TERM OF OFFICE.

‘RESIDENT LOUBET, the retiring Chief Magis- 


trate of France, is adding to a fine record in office 


the unusual distinction of being the first French 
President who ever completed his term of office and 
turned the place over to his successor. 

There have been three French republics. The first 
ended when Napoleon ascended the throne, the second 
began with the election of a nephew of the great con- 
queror to the chair, and ended with the coup d’etat when 
the President mounted the throne as Napoleon III. 

The third French republic fared better, and has a 
record of thirty-six years back of it. But until this 
time there never has been a President whose good for- 
tune it was to remain in office for hie full six years,

then to give way to his successor, and retire in peace to 
live the life of a private citizen. 

This achievement of Loubet is partly due to the fact 
that France has progressed, and partly because un- 
wittingly @ great étatesman was elected to office when 
the votes of the Chamber of Deputies and the Senate 
went to Loubet. : 

For the first time, in picking out Loubet, France went 
40 the soil for a President. It was the initial proof that 
the day of the aristocrats, of the military chieftains and 
unscrupulius politicians had passed, that France 
making an effort to really settle down. | 

Loubet was a real Democrat in the best sense of the 
word, a farmer, a simple-minded man of the people, 
who knew only honesty as an index to conduct almost 
phiegmatic and quite the opposite of the usual volatile 
French statesman. His simplicity, at first scouted, and 
his integrity, cynically doubted, have left the republic 
in a better and more settled condition than it ever was 
before. 

Seven men have held the chief office since France, 
after the disgrace of the war with Germany, turned to 
the republic as the solution of its difficulties, Thiers, 
Marshal MacMahon, Casimir Perier, Jules Grevy, Felix 
Faure, Sadi-Carnot and Loubet. 

Thiers, an aristocrat, in most of his instincts not 
fitted to administer a’ republican form of government, 
resigned: so did that hardy old veteran, Marshal Mac- 
Mahon, whose military connections carried him into an 
office for which he had no particular fitness. 

Jules Grevy had a re-election, and began his second 
term, but was soon forced from his office by the scandal 
that came from the Daniel” Wilson episode. 

Sadi-Carnot was popular, and seemed destined to 
eerve out his time with distinction to himself and ben- 
efit to France, but the assagsin's knife ended his career. 
Casimir Perier, his successor, began bravely, and at a 
time when the assassination of Carnot had thrown 
France in turmoil and threats of violence filled the air, 
he made a deep impression by walking without a guard 
in the train of the murdered President's funeral pro- 
cession. But this pereonal bravery could not sustain 
him through the stormy stress of his administration, 
and after a short term he, too, resigned, 

Felix Faure met with sudden death under conditions 
that still remain more or less of a mystery, and this 
brought to the throne Emile Loubet. His six years 
have not been without their dangers, and the present 


quiet times have not been won easily. Many times hie 


administration has been bitterly assailed, and there have 
been frequent predictions that he would be forced out 
of office, but the stout-hearted old commoner has always 
fought gamely to stay, not for his own sake, for he 
loves peace and quiet, and the cares of office have 
borne on him heavily, but because he thought that the 
best interests of France would be served by giving the 
impression of stability that only comes when administra- 
tions serve out their full terms of office. So he has run the 
race to the finish, and earned his place among those 
who have really been the true friends and heroes of 
France. 

Several attempts were made on iis life. The incident 
when Baron Christiana attacked him at a race track 
and sought to beat him with a cane is well remembered. 
Still more recent was the sensational attempt when a 
bomb was thrown at the carriage containing Loubet and 
Alfonso, the young King of Spain. In all these incidents 
Loubet acted with fine courage and coolness. 

Something of the man’s simplicity is shown in a recen 
interview, the only one he gave during his incumbency 
of the Presidential office. Here he speake longingly 


of the happy time when he can return to his quiet home 


life with his wife and family. 

M. Felix Faure,” he says, “died on the 16th of Febru- 
ary. Congress elected me on the 18th. Of course, I was 
greatly pleased at having been thought worthy of the 
honor; but I was also quickly conscious of the duties 
that the honor carried with it I love family life. 
privacy, simplicity, and it was not without apprehen 
‘sion that I looked forward to the ‘alwayé-on-show’ sort 
of life, which was to be my lot for seven long years. 
But, thank God, I’m nearing the end of it. 

“I am looking forward with much impatience to the 
18th of February, 1906.

tionally—a life Presidency. I have given forty years of 
my life to my country’s business. Now I am old and 
tired, and I wikh to devote my remaining years to my 
own private affairs” 

There is something thoroughly American in this, par- 
ticularly when it is borne is mind that it comes from 
a man who during his term Mas entertained some of the 
greatest sovereigns in Europe, including the Czar of 
Russia, the King of ‘Italy, King Edward VII of Great 
Britain, and the young King of Spain. With all these 
potentates he (Fudusted hiniseif with simplicity ‘tha: 
never gavé them a chance to forget that France was 
a republic, but ät the same time with a dignity that en- 
forced ‘completest respect. 

With Loubet leaving Office aid a new President com- 
ing in, it is an anomaly of French law that France for 
a time will have two Presidents. be | 

In the United States the President-elect is no more 
than any other Citigen until the term of the incumbent 
expires. In the four months between election time, in 
November, and inauguration day, in March, he has no 
authority whatever, and if the President should die it 
would be the Vice-President, the Secretary of State, and 
the other members of the Cabinet in order who would 
become the head of the government, not the newlv- 
chosen chief official. 

But in France the man who is chosen by the Chamb 
of Deputies when it holds ita session in the famous hal 
of the palace at Versailles becomes President of the Re- 
public at once, despite the facf that his predecessor has 
etill some time to serve. | 

It is indeed conceivable that this having of two fully 
empowered chiefs at the same time might some day lead 
to discord should they be members of antagonietic par- 
ties that differed on some méasure of statecraft about to 
be enacted. Of course this is out of question at the 
present time, but it suggests a defect of the Constitution 
that could well be remedied. | i | 

France knows no such ceremony is an inauguration 
in the Sense that we have it. After the Deputies and 
Senators have made their choice, the presiding officer 


“of the two bodies goes to the Salon Marengo where the 


successful candidate awaits. He is notified of his eiec- 
tion, and makes an address in which he pledges himself 
to obey the Constitution, to forget party affiliations 
and to work for the good of France. Then, returnine 
to Paris, he invariably stops at the Blysée, though this 
has not yet been vacated by his predecessor. 

This call, which Casimir Perier received from Presi. 
dent Faure in person, is regarded as an essential part 
of the installation. Then somes the time when the old 
President steps out and the new one actually take 
hold of the helm of the ship of state. 

There are those who say that a combination of cir- 
cumstances might arise to force Loubet to forego his re- 
solve never again to assume the cares of state. 

It is known that his wfe is very ambitions, and en- 
joyed the distinction of being the first lady of the land. 
but Lowbet insists that this can never be. Chambers 
may elect him, but he insists that for him the life of a 
private citizen holds allurements not to be ignored dur- 
ing the years of life that remain to him.

FIGHT WITH A WHALE 


STEAMER HAS AN EXCITIngc EXPERIENCE WITH 
THE MONSTER OF THE DEEP. 


[Victoria (B.C.) Correspondence Toronto Globe:] To 
those inured to the dangers of whale hunting there is 
nothing more exciting than an encounter with a hump- 
| back, when he shows fight. Though considerably 
smaller and incidentally of less vaiue than the sulphur 
bottom, yet he is the gamest leviathan of the two, and 
when wounded it is dangerous for man or craft to be at 
too close range. To landsmen there is great excitement 
connected with every whale hunt, but at times the work 
of killing is done so expeditiously and ewiftly that only 
in the size of the animal captured is there any special in- 
terest manifested. But in the case of the steam whaler, 


_ | Orion, now operating out of this port, where the on- 


slaught on whales is almost continuous, there are al- 
ways instances where the judgment of those engaged in 
the pursuit is put. to a severe test. An experience of 
the kind was successfully passed through a few days 
ago off the coast of Vancouver Isiand. 5 


The Orion was out on one of her daily excursions, 
when a humpback was sighted and followed. The Orion 
was kept well off—she never gets closer than ‘fifteen 
fathoms—-and when the sea monster, which first betrays 
ite presence by spouting, reared its back well above the 
surface, the gunner fired. The first shot only roused the 
monster’s anger. It ran for a considerable distance, and 
then stopped, occasionally rolling over and over. It pur- 
sued these tactics until the gunner fired once more. 
Usually the second shot accomplishes its deadly work, 
but in this case the explosion ot the bomb did not kill 
outright, and there was an exciting struggle for a time, 
which was ended with the lance having to be freely used. 
The injured whale worked his flippers viciously, and 
slashed the waters into foam, the blood in the meantime 
flowing profusely from the great gaping wounds in his 
back, but he fought ferociously to the end, time and time 
again charging for the steamer, but alwaye meeting a 
counter-move that frustrated his intent. During this 
time the steamer had to be carefully handled and kept 
out of the way, for one blow from the whale would have 
rendered very serious damage. The whale was badly in- 
jured, and the Orion's navigator, knowing full well the 
strength of his game, waited until that strength ebbed 
before adding the finishing touches. 


Excepting Sundays the Orion has been engaged in a 
daily hunt, and she has killed on an average of one ev- 
ery twenty-four hours.

Through Normandy. 
INCIDENTS OF A DRIVE FROM CHER- 
BOURG TO PARIS. 

IL. was one of those rarely beautiful days in early 


June, when the big ocean liner steamed into the har- 

bor of Cherbourg, and deposited a number of its pas- 
sengers who were bent on reaching Paris by the most di- 
rect route. This they accomplished in nine or ten hours 
by taking the special train which was awaiting them on 
the docks, and being whirled with unromantic haste 
through one of the most picturesque portions of France, 


tinguished, as they are uniformly represented with mus- 
taches, and the Normans without. 


There are seventy-two scenes, some "of them depicting 
battles on land and on sea. The human figures em- 
ployed number 623, besidee which there are 202 horses 
and mules, 55 dogs and 505 other animals. The scenes 
end with the Battle of Hastings, the death of Harold, 
and the flight of the English. 

A pleasant excursion from Bayeux is that te the beau- 
tiful chateau of the Marquis de Balleroy, twelve miles 
distant. It is.a perfect example of Louis XIII architec- 
ture, situated in the heart of a splendid deer park, and 
the well-kept gardens contain some of the finest roses in 
France.

The street scenes of Cherbourg were very entertaining 

to persons from the new world; people running about 
with long loaves of bread under their arms, quite devoid 
of any protection from the dirt; women filling large cop- 
per water jugs at the public fountains; soldiers in red, 
baggy irousers parading around; and old women with 
very full skirts and the freshest of lace caps sitting in 
their doorways knitting. 
_ After strolling through the town, visiting the mu- 
seum, cathedral, etc., we went to the shipyards, to which 
foreigners are admitted only by special permit from the 
Minister of Marine. These are well worth a visit, and 
the arsenal there is most interesting, containing about 
50,000 weapons arranged in geometrical patterns, and in 
artistic designe representing porticog, palm trees, bas- 
kets, etc. 

After leaving Cherbourg, our way lay through fertile 
agricultural lands, well stocked with fine cattle, and rich 
in fruit trees, for this is the great cider district, and in- 
describably lovely were the numerous apple orchards 
which at this season were in full bloom. Butter and 
cheese are also among the chief products of this locality, 
and after supplying the local market, large quantities 
are exported to England. 

Our first stop was at Bayeux, the most picturesque lit- 
tle Norman town, containing many quaint old houses 
with steep gabled roofs, fairly teeming with historic in- 
terest. Several canals running through the town pro- 
duce quite a Venetian effect. Here one sees the laun- 
dresses busily engaged in washing the linen in the 
stream, and beating it on the stones with large wooden 
paddles. It seemed to be a most back-breaking process, 
and I wondered if it were altogether good for the linen. 

We spent one delightful morning in the Public Li- 
brary, where, carefully, preserved under glass, one may 
see the famous “Bayeux tapestry,” which is really not a 
tapestry at all, but a seamless band of linen, now brown 
with age, 230 feet long, and 18 inches wide, embroidered 
with woolen thread In eight colors, representing scenes 
from the life of William the Conqueror. 

It is popularly believed that this was wrought by his 
wife, Queen Matilda, while he was off engaged in the 
wars, though the origin of the work has given rise to 
much controversy. However, as a chronicle of the” 
events of that time, it is of great historical importance, 
and as a work of art it is not without its merits. Al- 
though there is no perspective and no shading, and the 
characters are angular and grotesque in the extreme, 
there is nevertheless great spirit and animation in all

It was mentioned by him several times, but was after- 
ward destroyed by barbarians, and rebuilt in the sixth 
century, In 1135 it was besieged by Godfrey Plantage- 
net, during which time the garrison was reduced to such 
extremities that human flesh was publicly sold in the 
) market place. To repulsé the enemy, the city was 
burned, but was again rebuilt, and now we see it a pros- 
perous commercial town with'a population of more 
than 16,000. Many of its lovable old houses have fallen 
into such a etate of decay that they are being gradually 
replaced by modern buildings, but there are still about

Wound the walls of Paris, may think that the 


war at the present day between the republic and the 
empire would result practically in the same way; but 
the thirty-five years have wrought great changes on 
both sides of the Rhine, more in France than in Ger- 
many. The German army could scarcely be more 
effectively organized than it was at the time of the 
Franco-Prussian War, the natural developments of a 
generation being allowed for, but the French army at 
that time was little better than an unorganized, unarmed 
mob. it is a very strongly organized army at the pres- 
ent time. It consists of nineteen army corps, each one 
organized in a region of its own, so to speak. That is, 
the republic is segregated into nineteen military dis- 
tricts, and each district is responsible for furnishing a 
full army corps. These several corps are undoubtedly 
at the present time very effectively organized and armed. 

Wherever one goes through the republic; and the same 
is true in Germany and Belgium, every freight car on the 
railroads is marked as capable of carrying so many men 
or so many horses. Every precaution has been taken 
beforehand to mobilize these nineteen corps in the short- 
est possible time. The whole youth of the republic has 
been trained by at least a two years’ service in the army. 
The position of every able-bodied nit is known at gen- 
eral headquarters of the legion to which he belongs, and 
in case of mobilization these are called out by\ separate 


“classes.” Eleven of these classes are made up of 


those who have served two years in the army. There 
are six other “classes,” called the “home guard“ with 
us. These reserves number a total of 150,000 men each, 
and the home guard numbers 100,000 each. What we 
would call a regular army, that is, the men actually in 
arms and in the barracks and fortifications at the pres- 
ent moment, number 580,000 men. Adding all the 
“classes” of reserves, it gives a total army on a war 
footing of about 2,750,000. In case of mobilization, 
there would be in connection with this army 400,000 
horses, and nearly 40,000 vehicles of different kinds. 
Those conversant with the possibilities of mobilizing the 
French army say that it could be put in marching order 
in a very few days. The regular army, that is, the men 
actually under arfns at the present moment, would first 
be moved by different lines of railroad, fully equipped 
and ready for the campaign, to the frontier. The first 
“classes” of the reserves would take their places in the 
camps and barracks, and would immediately be uni- 
formed, armed, and put in marching order. By the 
time these were moved, the home guard would take the 
places of this reserve army in manning garrisons and 
guarding strategic points in different parts of France. 
It is claimed that the movements of such mobilization 
are all perfectly understood, and that each step would 
move along with the greatest precision day by day and 
hour by hour, without a hitch, until the whole French 
army would be on a war footing within a week. The 
active troops at the present moment would occupy the 
immediate points of strategy on the frontier. The firat 
“classes” of the reserve army would be stationed along 
the principal roadways between the several centers of 
the different army corps and the most likely points of 
attack. 


There is one important point in connection with this 


army which is extremely weak, according to the decla- 
rations of the French themselves. This is in connection 


with the commander-in-chief of the army and his imme- | 


diate subordinates. The outbreaks among the high offi- 
cials of the French army during the past couple of years 
have ‘been scandalous. Gen. André, something more 
than a year ago, was forced from the head of the army, 
and his place taken by a young, dashing officer, M. Ber- 
tieawx, who has but recently yielded his place through 
the same rivalries and political tntrigues to which he 
originally owed his place. : 

In case of an outbreak of war between the two coun- 
tries under consideration, there are certain elements in 
the situation whose influence can only be guessed at. A 
very important one is a new rifle ball invented in 


France, and in general use in the army. This rifle ball 


has completely displaced the Lebel ball formerly in use. 
It is described as small. of elegant appearance, most 
carefully made, the material being bronze and the ball 
itself when finished being of the most artistic appear- 
ance. So small and elegantly made and artistic in ap- 
pearance is this new instrument of death that it is being 
made into watch chains. The body is of hardened lead 
in a case of pure nickel. The point is extremely sharp 
and as small as that of a well-cut pencil. The base 
forms a small circle, the whole ball when set upon its 
base having the appearance of a very small, sharply- 
pointed cone. It is said to look more like a plaything 
than like the murderous instrument it is intended fo be. 

One of these little balls, fired at a distance of 400 me- 
ters—a meter being thirty-nine inches—passed through 
six oak planks, four centimeters thick each and placed 
thirty centimeters one from another. Beyond the last 
plank it passed through the head of an ox, and then 
buried itself to the depth of a meter in the compact butte 
placed beyond to stop the progress of the dalle When 
dug out from this vutte, the point was perfectly intact. 
In estimating the effectiveness of this rifle ball, remem- 
ber it was fired from a distance of 400 meters from the 
first plank. 

Its carrying power and deadly effect is only one of the 
excellencies claimed for this instrument of death. It is 
exceedingly simple of construction, and costs but little. 
On account of its sharp point, the atmosphere presents 
but little resistance to its flight, and therefore ite move- 
ment is of extreme swiftness. Again, it is claimed that, 
fired from the same rifie, it carries much farther than 
any other rifle ball used in competition with it. It is 
said that this ball is deadly in its effect, fired from a 
distance of 800 meters, about half a mile. 

From the humanitarian point of view, this new rifle 


ball is claimed to be preferable to any in use. The old 


rifle balle, with their points rounded or flattened, in 
striking a man carried into the wound more or less of 
the clothing with its dust, dirt of every kind, and mi- 
crobes, making the wound more or less impossible to 


heal. This new French ball bores so clean a hole that it 
carries nothing of the clothing with which it comes in 
contact into the wound, and consequently renders the 
healing a much easier matter than in the use of any 
other form of ball. 5 


The German side of the question, in case of a dispute 
arising at the international convention at Algeciras, is 
interesting to consider. During the last ten days pre- 
vious to this writing, there have come frequently from 
Germany advices going to show that the whole German 
army was almost in a state of mobilization. Be it re- 
membered that these reports are all non-German, not to 
say anti-German. They represent the Emperor of Ger- 
many as having put- himself in a position from which it 
will be hard to extricate himself. He is charged with 
plunging with undue haste into this Moroccan question 
by his visit to Tangiers about a year ago. These non- 
German sources of information all place Germany in an 
entirely tsolated position, with practically all Europe on 
the other side. Frequent attempts have been made by 
the persons sending out this information from Germany 
to drag the United States into an anti-German attitude. 
Of course, on this side of the Atlantic we know how | 
little ground there is for any such assumption. How- 
ever, it is a pretty safe principle for a man to trust his 
own eyes, and persons on the spot in different cities in 
Germany say that not since 1870 has there been such 
military agitation in the empire. They report the Em- 
peror as in a condition of great nervous excitement. 
They report him as working night and day in conjunc- 
tion with those at the head of the German army to get 
both the army and the fleet into a condition of action at 
a moment's notice. It is said that the plan of the cam- | 
paign, already worked out at the German army headquar- 
ters, is to hurl an immetise German army across the 
Rhine into Alsace and Lorraine, where the Germans 
themselves count that they would be met by the main 
strength of the French army and held in check for a 
longer or a shorter time. Meantime a second German 
army is to be assembled on the Rhine near Coblenz, | 
which is an exceedingly strong army center even in 
times of peace. This second army would be rushed 
through Belgium, violating the neutrality of that little 
kingdom. It would avoid Namur and Liege, which are 
strongly fortified, and pass west of them near the capi- 
tal of Belgium, Brussels, and so make its way southward 
through the old ‘battle ground of Waterloo to Paris. By 
this plan the French army, guarding the eastern frontier 
concentrated around Rheims and Chalon, would be at- 
tacked in the rear. 


These non-German advices coming from Germany de- 
clare that much interest is taken in that country in the 
elections in England. They go so far as to state that 
the Emperor and his advisers entertain quite strong 
hopes that, the Liberals coming into power, the re- 
cent entente between England and France will be very 
much weakened, if not actually broken off, and a rapport 
established between England and Germany. 


Now, undoubtedly very much of all this is purely im- 
aginative, not to say moonshine. That there is any de- 
liberate purpose on the part of the French government 
or of that of Germany, particularly of the Emperor him- 
self, to plunge into what must in the end prove to be a 
long, bloody, and disastrous war, seems at this distance 
utterly absurd. The whole frontier between Germany 
and Russia is in a state of conflagration politically and 
socially. German Poland is ripe to join Russian Po- 
land if there should appear to be the slightest chance of 
even partial success. There is an immense influence in 
Germany exercised to maintain peace. The great Social- 
istic party in the empire is opposed to war on principle. 
The manufacturers and business men of the empire earn- 
estly wish for the maintenance of peace. The indus- 
tries of Germany and its commerce are developing be- 
yond anything found elsewhere in Europe. The people 
generally are ardently desirous of being left at peace to 
pursue these industrial developments for the next ten 
years. The same is true almost to an equal degree in 
France. The condition of the common people is being 
ameliorated in both countries beyond anything that we 
here imagine. France has not yet.forgotten what th 
war of thirty-five years ago cost the country. They are 
far from destring a second experience of this kind. In 
spite of all the preparations being made in both coun- 
tries, it is impossible to think that a war between them 
is imminent. This fact is not to be forgotten. The 
presence of this very large and influential peace party 
both in France and Germany creates more than a little 
difficulty for the War Bureau to obtain sufficient funds 
to carry on their plans for the enlarging of the armies 
and navies. It is a ruse the German Emperor has played 
more than once before in order to get appropriations to 
add new unities to his new and very effective fleet and 
to obtain more perfect equipment for his army. Not 
that he desires to use either of them in actual warfare if 
he can maintain a safe peace in the empire by showing 
himself co well prepared to meet an attack. -. 

There is also a growing party in France which 
strongly opposes the old Chauvinism of the Gaulish na- 
tion. The sentiment developing among this portion of 
the French population almost amounts to a “peace-at- 
any-price” principle. The patriotic Frenchmen view this 
growing feeling with a good deal of disquietude, and 
they, too, no doubt, are more than a little inclined to 
use the threat of a German war as a means of stirring up 
the dying embers of patriotism in the hearte of the un- 
warlike portion of the population. 

These are long-range speculations to some extent made 
on the verge of events which will have completely un- 
rolled themselves simultaneously with the appearance of 
this article in print. The events themselves will speak 
much more eloquently and clearly than any forecasts in 
regard to them. At the same time, these forecasts, com 
ing as they do from the leading men of the nations im- 
mediately concerned, will serve to throw valuable light.

PASSENGERS OF THE AIR Wuo 
TaRRY WITH Us a Day.

HERE are three divisions into which our birds may. 
be separated and which might be a help to such bird 
lovers as do not care to! make an exhaustive study 
or go into a more technical and scientific division. I 
refer to those birds that are here at all times of year, 
those that are here during the summer only, and those 


Besides these three divisions there are a number of 
birds which do not come under either of these classes, 
but form a division by themselves. They are the birds 
that stay here neither winter nor summer, but which | 
pass through this locality in the,spring on their way far- 
ther north for their summer homes; and also such birds 
as pass along during the fall, on their way to their win- | 
ter quarters farther south. 

The birds that are here the year around form the larg- 
est class, but because they are always with us and can 
be studied at any time, perhaps it would be most inter- | 
esting, at this time of year, to consider some of the 
birds that are here now and must be studied this winter 
or left until a year from now. 

The birds of which I shall speak in this short article 
are those that are commonly found in and near that por- 
tion of the Arroyo Seco bounded by Los Angeles’s north- 
eastern limits. 

Of course, the variety and number of birds vary from 
year to year, some birds coming about one year that 
have never been seen before, and others that have been 
eeen one year, failing to come the next. 

This winter there is a flock of birds about that I have 
never seen in California before. They are the Cedar 
Waxwings— beautiful birds that were common in the 
middle West during the winter, when they came to our 
mountain ash trees and gorged themselves on the red 
berries which those trees bear. 5 

These Western waxwings are identical with the East- 
ern species, having kept their individuality so well that 
no subspecies has been made of them as in the cases of 


most part, soft fawn-colored, having blackish wing quills 
ond tails, olive-yellow flanks, tail plainly tipped with 
yellow, a black velvety streak passing through each eye. 
One thing that distinguishes them from the other birds, 
as they sit on a naked sycamore branch silhouetted 
against the sky, is the high crest of the same delicate 
fawn color as the head and breast. They get their name 
—waxwing—from the bright red wax-like appendages 
which are usually found on the wings and which add 
greatly to their beauty. : 

They belong to the same family as that other crested 
bird, the phainopepla. In fact, the waxwings and 
phainopeplas form a family by themselves. They are | 
both eaters of oerrier (the berries of trees ard insect 
catchers, but in their looks are decidedly different, the 
male phainopepla being entirely black save for his white 
wing patch, which shows only when he files. He is also 
larger and, in my estimation, more stately in appear- | 
ance. It seems strange that these two birds, having 
characteristics enough in common to have placed them 
in a family by themselves, should take such different 
times of year to visit us; for while the waxwing comes 
only in the winter time, the phainopepla is a summer | 
visitor, coming commonly about the Arroyo and raising | 
its young here. Then, too, as I have said, the waxwing | 
is an Eastern bird, while the phainopepla is distinctively 
a Western bird, never being seen in the East. 

The firet time that I noticed these waxwings, they 
were flying from the bare limbs of a sycamore tree which | 
trees they seem to especially enjoy as perches. This ar- 
rangement is entirely satisfactory to the one watching 
them for their every movement is easily observed from 
the bare limb. 

It was late afternoon when I first saw them, and there 


time they were nowhere in sight, either at their favorite 


noon at about the same time (3 or 3:30 o'clock) they 
were to be seen flying about in pursuit of insects, and 
the mystery as to how they got there was unsolved, un- 
til one day, going over to the Arroyo, I was in time to 
see an immense flock of them come swooping down from 
the west and fill the treetops. I counted over sixty, and 
that was not all of them, for others came later. Such 
bobbing up and down, circling about, slipping in and 
out, as there was that afternoon, with so many of them 
getting their supper! Their only note was a soft whis- 
tling “see-seep” which they kept up continually and 
which, coming from so many, reminded me of the sigh- 
ing of the wind through the forest. : 

It was seldom so many of them were seen together. 
Generally they scattered and foraged from the different 
trees in the neighborhood. They were very peaceable, 
quiet birds, neither quarreling among themselves nor 
paying any attention to the other varieties that were 
all about them. There were. linnets and goldfinches, 
most sociable birds, who were continually flying into 
the trees and perching beside the waxwings. Perhaps 
they were telling them, in their bird way, that they were 
welcome to this sunny southland. A beautiful Gaird- 
er's woodpecker came and foraged in their sycamore, 
rap-a-tap-tapping, and giving his loud call; the jolly 
little bushtits fairly ewarmed in the oak trees near by, 
keeping up such a continuous bobbing in and out that 
the leaves of the oak seemed to be fairly dancing; the 
jerky little song sparrow flew about in the sage brush 
and up into the oaks; the Anna humming-bird preened 
herself on a bare limb and sor nded her metallic “tsp;”

The ruby-crowned kinglet ie one of the daintiest of 
our winter visitors, being a small, grayish-olive bird 
who takes a portion of his name from the red spot on 
the top of his head. The spot is ordinarily concealed, 


among which he forages for insects that one might 
often pass him by unnoticed were it not for the noisy 
chattering which he keeps up a good deal of the time. 
Besides this chattering note he has a very sweet song, a 
sort of trill followed by several clear, whistling notes, 
which makes one of the prettiest songs heard during a 
winter day’s tramp: 

One day as I stood watching a small bird which wae 
so far away that I was not sure as to its identity, an- 
other small bird came into the tree where the first one 
was, and suddenly, like a flash, the head of the bird 
that I was watching became a mass of brilliant red and 
was no longer in doubt as to his identity. 

These kinglete are friendly little birds, not confining 
themselves to the arroyo but coming daily into our 
yards to search our pepper trees and rose bushes for the 
minute life which constitutes their food. The Western 
Gnatcatcher belongs to the same family (the kinglets, | 


gnatcatchers, etc.,) as the kinglets and is about the 
same size as his little cousin. Like the latter he is per- 
petually in motion and one cannot help wishing that 
he would be quiet long enough for one to admire his 
beauty. His prevailing color is bluish-slate, which in 
some cases is quite a bright blue. His tail is black. 
save for the two outer feathers, which are edged with 
white and are very conspicuous as he flies about. His 
breast and under parts are a gray white. He is such a 
little busy-body, hurrying from weed to weed, bush to 
bush, in search of small insects, their eggs, and larvae, 
and keeping up, as he bobs along, a nazal twanging 
“tzee, tzee!” 

The Audubon warbler belongs to a large and most in- 
teresting family—the wood warblers. 

During the spring migration the banks of the Arroyo 
Seco are alive with many beautiful warblers who are 
foraging along as they slowly work their way farther 
north. These birds are about for only a short time—a | 
few weeks at most, sometimes only a few days—and 
must be studied carefully while they are here, if one 
‘would know anything of them, for like all warblers 
that I have ever seen, they are restless to an exasperat- 
ing degree, being forever on the move and making it 
seem almost as if they were determined that no one 
should observe them.

Unlike these spring migrants, the Audubon warblers 
are very friendly birds coming familiarly about our 
homes from the time they arrive, in September or Octo- 
ber, until they depart in the spring. Their prevailing 
color is drab, which on their back is streaked with 
black. Their wings have large white patches, which 
are very conspicuous in flight, as is also a white patch 
on the black tail. But the most conspiciious things

In their manner of catching their prey they are often ' 
like the flycatchers, darting out after an unsuspecting | 
insect and snapping him in midair. They are very fond | 
of the scraps put out on the bird table and are regular 
visitors to the board, eating not only suet and meat | 
but bread and cake crumbs as weil. | 

No record of the winter birds of this locality would 
be complete without mention of the white-crowned : 
sparrows, of the family of finches, sparrows, ctc. 


They generally reach us the last of September, com- 
ing from as far north as Alaska. Their black-and-white 
striped heads, grayish-brown backs with black stripes 
and eoft drab breasts, make them very showy and at- 
tractive birds. They have a clear, ringing song which 
is so full of good cheer, as it floats out upon the air, 
that one cannot help but enter into the spirit of it, if 
he will but listen. All winter long they swarm about 


and taking down the food so greedily that the board is 
soon emptied. It is amusing to see one of them fly to 
the ground with a large scrap of food and watch 
efforts to evade the other birds, several of whom chase 
after Nm in their efforté to secure the coveted prize. 
They always remind me of a flock of barn-yard fowls 
scrambling for scraps. 

The young birds have black-and-brown striped crowns 
instead of dblack-and-brown. They are lorded over by | 
older birds and are often sent from the table—no doubt 
for improper behavior to their elders or faulty table 
manners. 

Occasionally a handsome golden-crowned sparrow is 
seen during the winter but they have never come com- 
monly about the yard as their white-crowned cousins 
do.

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SEASONABLE GARDEN W ORK. 


A IxmMETO Get Rip or RUBBISH AND 
PLANT AND PRUNE. 


By Ernest Braunton, 


ET rid of all rubbish, dead weeds, etc., so that 

when the spring crop of garden pests hatch, they 

will find less shelter. Such a cleaning up removes 
many insects in a dormant state, their eggs, and often 
both “bird and egg.” This garden rubbish should al- 
ways be burned.. When taken from a garden full of 
pests it should be carried, not dragged, over the ground, 
scattering insects and disease about. 

Chrysanthemums, where large bushes are desired, 
may be propagated at once, either by dividing them to 
single shoots, or by rooting the tips in sand. Cut them 
about four inches long, on a slant, press firmly in the 
sand, keep them moist, but not too wet. When rooted, 
they may be planted out where they are to bloom. After 


planting in the garden do not hurry growth, but keep | 
them going enough to prevent stunting. 


Roses may be pruned and manure spaded in about 
them any time during the month; in March they will 
begin to sprout for the spring crop of blooms. Do not

prune such climbers at the present time as e 
Banksias, Beauty of Glazen wood, of Ophir, etc., as 
‘their bloom is produced all ‘along he branches. The

best time to prune these is after their spring crop of 


.flowers; then they will have time during summer to 
grow long branches for next season's flowers. 


For summer and fall flowers an early sowing of ‘as- 
ters, Phiox Drummondi, dianthus, arctotis, summer flow- 
ering stocks, salvias, etc., may be made now. The seeds- 
man can give you an idea of what will be the better 
seeds to sow at present, for seasons vary, and no hard 
and fast rule may be laid down. The more tender an- 
nuals would be risky at present if you have no green- 


house or protection for them. Hardy varieties may be 


sown at any time. Gladiolus may be planted now, using | 
rich ground, and plant them at intervals of two or three 


weeks for the next four months, to get a succession of 


blooms throughout the summer. 
After the next heavy rain (if not too long deferred) will 


‘be time enough to commence active garden work. The 


lengthening day and increasing heat of the sun will 
start dormant vegetation into life. All spring planting 
should then be hurried along, your trees and shrubs 
pruned, and the garden cleaned in every nook and cor- 
ner. Experience has proven that this season of the 
year ie the best for fertilization, especially of lawns. 
Barnyard manure is excellent for all cultivated ground, 
but will be found dangerous for grass plats if you wish a 
clean lawn unless it has been most thoroughly seasoned. 
The use of cow manure from a dairy near Los Angeles 
cost one lawn. owner $300 for the pulling out of Ber- 
muda grass and other weeds. Unless barnyard manure 
has been repeatedly wet and turned over in a most thor- 
ough manner, it will bold a considerable quantity of live 
seed of pernicious weeds, especially Bermuda grass, and 
these will cost you more in the end than the purchase 
and application of a first-class artificial fertilizer. Espe- 
cially beware of manure from dairies in the lowlands 
between Los Angeles and the sea: Stable manure from 
the higher lands back of the city, are far more safe to 


ise.

Growing Cacti in Greenhouses. : 5 


Air and sunshine are necessary for the proper growth 
of cacti as well as other plants. Strict attention to ven- 
tilation will go a great way toward having fine plants. 
Give them plenty of air and sun and you will have less 
trouble with sick plants and insect pests. Plants, like 
people, need fresh air, and will not be healthy in a con- 
fined close place. 

Most cacti enjoy the hot summer sun, but there are a 
few varieties that need partial shade, such as phyllo- 
cacti and epiphyllums. The echinocereus and echino- 


_eactus varieties can stand a very hot sun, and high tem- 


perature, but they must have plenty of fresh air with it. 
In summer, shade the glass slightly for these last men- 
tioned. The phyllocactus, etc., Bhould be shaded more 
heavily. For shading, either whitewash or whitelead 
and benzine are good to use; cheese cloth can also be. 
used for the purpose. 

Phyllocacti will certainly make a much healthier 
and stronger growth outside than they will in a green- 
house in summer, because inside they are forced too 
much and make weak growth. Most all cacti will do 
well outside if planted so that the surplus water and 


growth at the end of the summer than those grown in 
a“ greenhouse, and simply because they get more ä 
direct sunshine. 


Ornament the Home —

The leafstalk is connected with the trunk by a series 
of threads or fibers. These descend in curves through 
the whole trunk of the tree, a structure peculiar to 
palms, interlacing with fibers from the other leaves in 
such manner as to produce great resisting power. The 
following story will illustrate this.

The 
Sprague Family, 
Its CRADLE Sam TO HavE BEEN 
OLD HOLLAND.

OLLAND was the cradle of the Sprague family, 
the name being derived from Spraak, speech or lan- 
guage, which may be rendered figuratively, elo- 
quent. 

Some authorities, however, trace the name to the old 
Norse word Spraekr, meaning smart, active, lively, nim- 
ble. The original of our word sprightly is said to be 
spreckley, from this root word spraekr. 

Examples of early forme of the name include Spreck, 
Sprake, Spraick, Sprackett, Spragg, and Spragge. 

One who is renowned in annals of the family, was Sir 
Edward Spragge, vice-admiral of the red and admiral of 
the blue, whose courage Dryden eulogizes in his “Annus 
Mirabilis.” “Brave and resolute,” the inimitable Pepys 
describes him, adding, “he was a merry man who-sang a 
pleasant song pleasantly.” 

Sir Edward was knighted by Charles II, on board the

Standish, taxed £1 16 shillings; Elder Brewster, £1 7 
shillings, and John Alden, £1 4 shillings. 

Francis Sprague was one of that pilgrim band who, 
seeing the poverty of the colony, became much dismayed.

We all know that the family has given two Governors 
to the State of Rhode Island—William, born 1799, and 
afterward his nephew. 

The poet of the house of Sprague was Charles, son of 
Samuel the patriot. He has been called the American 
Pope, his odes and prologues being pronounced equal in 
finished elegance to those of Alexander Pope. One of 
the largest and most important collections of autographs 
was that made by Rev. William Sprague; it included 
names of men of eminence of all ages and climes—nearly 
100,000 in all. He was a writer who published many 
sermons and essays, one being entitled, “The Danger of 
Being Overwis as

THE GARDEN CITY IDEA. . 

The garden city movement seems te be making a sta- 
ble advance and now that President, Roosevelt has given 
it the impetus of his indorsement the plan is likely to 
progress with greater rapidity in this country. In an in-

James, born in Massachusetts, who removed to Maine, 
was a Revolutionary soldier, and Samuel of Hingham, 
was one of the valiant band who made Boston's “tea 
party” famous in prose and verse. Maj. John, also of 
the Bay State, served with distinction through the war 
of 1812, of which he was the historiographer. } 
In 1623, came Francis Sprague in the Ann, with wife 
and a daughter. They were members of the Plymouth 
colony, and afterward Francis was one of the founders 
of Dartmouth, and a man of influence and property for 
the times in which he lived.

spirit of citizenship. The creators of the new city must 
be, as he points out, the manufacturers, and to the de- 
gree to which they apply social and industrial better- 
ment ideas will the garden cities rise in the plane of 
good citizenship.—[Washington Transcript. 


GULL ISLAND IN LAKE SUPERIOR. 
“Gull Island, one of the Apostle group of Lake Supe- - 
rior, is one of the most interesting bits of land in this 
country,” said Charles H. Collins of Ashland, “for the 
entire island early in the summer, is literally a mass of 
gulls’ eggs. The birds do not bother much about nest- 
making. A little clump of mud kicked up into a mound, 
with a hollow top filled with grass or feathers, is all that 
a gull requires to lay its eggs. These are usually laid 
three in a nest. In the daytime they are left to the ten- 
der keeping of the sun’s rays, while the old birds hunt 
food. When night falls the mother gull sits upon the 
eggs until the sun has again come well up into the sky, 
so that they are never chilled. 
“The nests are built within a few feet of one another, 
and there are thousands of them. Fortunately the island 
is seldom visited by a vandal class, and most tourists 
are content to take one or two eggs as souvenirs, leaving 
the rest undisturbed. While walking about among the 
nests one is surrounded by a crowd of shrieking gulls, ; 
but in spite of their size they are not savage before the 
eggs are hatched. After the nests are filled with young. 
however, the parent birds will fly into the faces of any

A VALUABLE TREE. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE Man wa TREE OF INDIA 
THAT PRODUCES SUGAR. 


[National Druggist:] As a reliable commercial source 
of sugar the flowers of the Mahwa free (Bassia latifolia) 
of India are being brought into notice. The following 
description of the tree and of the numerous products 
that it yields are from a translation of a lecture deliv- 
ered by Prof. Voight before the Natural Science Society 
of Hamburg, Germany: ) 

The Mahwa, as a nut-bearing tree, has been known for 
many ages. In the laws of Manu the priesthood of In- 
dia are forbidden to indulge in madhvi, a flery liquor 
made from the fruit, and in the “Collection of Indian 
Remedies,” by Suruta, we are told that the tree yields a 
sugary paste, from which a fermented drink is made. 


It belongs to the sapotaceae (star apple family,) the 
family to which belongs the very important gutta-percha 
tree of the Malay archipelago, and is found only in the 
northern border of India, where it grows clear to the foot 
of the mighty Himalayas. It grows from 50 to 65 feet 
high, and is one of the few deciduous trees of that re- 
gion. Its blooming period lasts from the end of Febru- 
ary till April. Quickly after the pollen is formed the 
whitish tubular flowers swell to balls about as large as 
a cherry, which contain a large amount of invert sugar 
(honey). The flower tubes fall, covering the ground in 
the greatest profusion. They are eagerly gathered by 
the natives and eaten. A tree yields from 200 to 300 
pounds of flowers, which, when dry, weigh about half as 
much, and occupy about one-fourth as much space. 

The land is leased to the natives, and as the region 
where it grows is of a poor and stony soll the tree con- 
stitutes an important source of food. 7 | 
The fruit is usually mixed with rice and thus eaten. 
The dried flowers have very much the taste and appear- 
ance of raisins. They are exported to Europe as a curi- 
osity, and are also used as food for animals. Distilla- 
tion yields a large percentage of epirits, which, diluted 
with water, makes “davu,” a native whisky very much 
used. It comes on the market in oaken barrels, and is 
highly esteemed dy Europeans, who claim that it equals 
the best whieky. Almost every village has its distillery. 
In the Island of Carougo, just outside of Bombay, some 
60,000 to 80,000 rupees are invested in stills alone. 
Beside the flowers the seed are of considerable use.

Add 
these to the cooked vegetables, and any sweet milk leav- 
ings. To make the mash take from heat and while hot 
stir in the best quality of bran until the moisture is 
taken up The mash should be dry enough to crumble. 
The amount of moisture regulates the mash, and the 
amount must be decided upon by the number of fowls. 

A measure of mash whose bulk would fill a crop is 
right for one fowl, and one should feed a little more than 
ten measures full to ten fowls to favor greedy, waste- 
ful birds, or birds who- will run around the yard with 
choice bits and defer filling up at once. Feed only what 
the birds will eat up clean in a half hour at most. Sour 
mash is a dreadful thing, quite the worst food to be fed, 
and exposed to the sun it will immediately sour. Watch 
and see just how much moisture to put in the kettle 
each morning, and to the soup and gravy leavings add 
enough water to equal the measure needed. Beware of 
putting in anything sour or too old for any good stom- 
ach. By using the day's leavings each succeeding morn- 
ing all win be pure and sweet. The swill barrel will 
have only the sour tomatoes, the decayed old onions 
and spoiled meat refuse.

It was per- 
haps the worst case of infection ever seen in Southern 
California. The insects had killed the leaves upon two 
towering dracaenas and were literally in millions all 
about the grounds and upon an adjacent citrus orchard. | 
The fruit trees were fumigated, but while trying to get 
tents large enough to cover the palms it was found that | 
the mealy bugs had all disappeared. Hundreds of white 
cocoons were discovered in the places where the bugs 
had been, but many careful searches have failed to lo- 
cate a single live mealy bug. The parasite has been 
identified from its empty cocoons as the Hemerobius, a 
near relative of the common lace-winged fly, so oft 
seen in our citrus orchards, sometimes in large num- 
bers. This case at Covina is perhaps new in parasitic 
discovery and an effort will be made to locate a colony 
of these Hemeroblids before they escape from the co- 
coons, and have them transferred to places where the 
mealy bug is working unimpeded.

Westward Movement Checked. 

INCE agriculture became a business and not merely 

an occupation, in the early, part of the last century, 
the center of population made its shortest move during 
the last decade. This slight movement westward was 
caused by the industrial awakening of the South and the 
fact that most of the public domain had been appropri- 
ated prior to 1890 where farms could be established. 
But the center of population may take a more decided 
stride to the west by the time the reports are in for 1910 
from the next census, owing to the opening of arid lands 
and the increased trade with the countries of the Pacific 
Ocean. In any event we may look for less restlessness 
among the American people, as the opportunities of the 
West are taken. Ten years ago one in every five of the 
native-born inhabitants of the United States was living 
in a State than that of his nativity. The next 
census will show greater proportion of people who 
stay at home all“ r lives. Were all the States west 
of the Wabash drawing like California the center of 
population would have to be kept on wheels and moving 
some all the time. 


The question as to why Americans move is not so 
easily answered as it was in the early settlement of 
Texas. The general prosperity of the farmer is making 
fts impress upon the country. It may have stayed the 
movement westward somewhat in the rejuvenation of 
the abandoned or partially cultivated farms of the East, 
but the general trend will show in the next census re- 
port favorably to the West, for, with mortgages can- 
celled and money in the bank the western communities 
have been drawing miscellarreous settlement very rapidly 
for the last five years. Many other causes than this, 
and the simple desire to get away that is said to have 
populated some sections of the Southwest, account for 
‘the immense interest in western affairs of which South- 
ern California is getting the cream. But it is a fact 
that the diffusion of population has become so general 
in the West that the home-seeker need no longer make 
a mistake in locating. The experiences and achieve- 
mente of those who have gone beforg is an open book 
for all intelligent people, and they may read therein the 
probabilities of their own success in immigration.

New Peach Orchards. 
FARMER friend of The Times remarked to the edi- 
tor a few days ago that he intended to plant a peach 

orchard. The significance of this is that, in view of the 

almost total suspension of peach tree planting in South- 
ern California a grower of this fruit should contemplate | 
launching out into the business again. Peaches thfough- 
out the north have averaged over $60 per ton and the 
demand has been fine. I believe the local demand for 
peaches will justify the planting of a very few good or- 
chards, but they should be located where the winter con- 
ditions are right. A situation in warm, sandy soils, 
while the best of all for this fruit in most places may 
prove very poor for the peach in the valleys of this sec- 
tion. There should be at least enough cold weather to 
keep the trees dormant for a few months in winter. In 

a location of this kind the peach should prove a paying 

crop for the next few years. The old trees are pretty 

well out of the running. 


HR Identity of the disease that came upon the flelds 
of tomatoes at the close of the last season has been 
determined by Prof. Smith at Whittier. It is the true 
potato blight. With a disease attacking the tomato 
soon after planting and another wiping out the vines 
and fruit later, the business of tomato growing is truly 
beset. It is of some value to know the identity of a 
plant disease but the difficulty of control remains, and 
unless an available remedy is discovered for this one, or 
the climatic conditions become better this succulent 


appear in the seed bed till the frost gets it in the fall 
or winter. And they are nearly all killing evils. There 
is only one consolation to be drawn from the multiplic- | 
ity of diseases that are attacking certain of our agricul- 
tural products and that is very poor consolation. The 
growers who are willing and able to put up a strong 
fight againet these adversities may expect better prices 
for their crops. From now on it will be a neck and 
neck race between science and applied sense on the one 
hand and disease on the other as to the production of 
many of our staple fruits and vegetables. The contest 
will be very one-sided unless the State and nation use 
every effort to assist the grower. ) |

The Brown Rot. 5 

HE people of Whittier have shown commendable 

Spirit in furnishing free rooms, light, heat, and wa- 
ter for the temporary laboratory the University has 
established there for studying the lemon rot and the 
walnut blight. In the investigations now under way in 
charge of Prof. Ralph Smith every facility has been 
given by the citizens.of Whittier to make the study of 
these diseases successful. I had the pleasure of an 
hour’s visit to- his laboratory a few days ago. The in- 
vestigators have been giving the brown rot of the lemon 
special attention. This fungus disease, I believe, has not 
been described before, yet it has been particularly de- 
structive in the lemon districts of the State during the 
last twelve months. The. fungus will not propogate 
spores upon the fruit, the damage to the fruit being 
from the barren threads that under different conditions 
or hosts develop the spores. The fruiting form occurs 
in or on the surface of the soil. This had been sus- 
pected by the growers, but Prof. Smith has demonstrated 
the fact. It may consequently be possible to destroy the 
fungus by cultivating the soil about the trees or fertiliz- 
ing it with eome element destructive to the spores which 
form only on the soil: Those who visit this laboratory 
are most courteously treated and are given an opportu- 
nity to see the progress of the work. This is not always | 
the ease with public institutions of this class.

of even one of the bacterial or fungus diseases the labor- 
atory will be worth all its cost.

Slack Mexican Sweet Corn. 

LACK corn is a striking sight to any one who has 

not seen it before. Ours caused considerable comment 
among our friends. It is suitable for a small garden, 
because it is very productive, but does not take up much 
space. The stalks are short and slim and can be planted 
close together. Good returns will be obtained in a spot 
where corn of a ranker growth could not be accommo- 
dated. It is one of the sweetest kinds, and bears a good- 
sized ear for a small growing sort. On May 8 we sowed 
a row thirty feet long. Although it was a very dry sea- 
gon the seed sprouted so thickly that we had to thin 
out to keep it from growing too close. We transplanted 
enough to make eight hills. In spite of the fact that 
this was done more than five weeks after sowing, when 
some of the corn was a half-yard high, it did not appear 
to be injuted by its removal, and came into bearing only | 
a week later than that in the original row. The result 
would not have been so satisfactory if we had not taken 
precautions, such as transplanting when the soil was 
damp from recent heavy rain, and also shielding the 
plants for several days from the sun. The black corn in 
the original row was in tassel just two months from | 
the date of sowing, and three weeks afterward, July 28, 
we picked the first ears. The bearing season lasted a 
month, and the yield from the thirty-foot row was sev- 
enty ears. We picked as many as twenty ears in a day, 
and that after the corn had been in bearing for two 
weeks. The stalks stood six or eight inches apart in 
the row.—[Garden Magazine. 

The Witch Hazel Shotgun. 

O you know that the witch hazel shoots its seeds ten 

or Atteen feet? If you want a brand new sensation, 
bring home some branches of witch hazel having both 
flowers and unopened seed. pods on them, and put them 
in vases of water. The pods burst at the most un- 
expected times, waking you in the night and peppering 
you with their hard, shiny, black seeds. Branches that 
are to be used for a party must be selected with care, 
to be sure of having perfectly fresh flowers and seed 
pods that have not opened. If it is possible to do so, cut 
them the same day they are needed. If they must be cut 
the day before they are needed, put them in a cold place

Water Drinking—l!—More About Thirst Cures. 


| NDER the heading of “Dry Diet,” a somewhat 
U lengthy article was published last week, on the 
subject of the modified Schroth cure, which consists 
in radical restrictions of liquids, combined with a spe- 
cific diet, through which system many notable cures have 
been effected. A book treating on the same subject was 
published last year. It is by Prof. Carl von Noorden, 
of Frankfort, Germany, and Dr. Hugo Salomon, being 
part six of a series of “clinical treatises on the pathology 
and therapy of disorders of metabolism and nutrition.” 
It is translated by Dr. Boardman Reed of Philadelphia. 

The following note is made by the translator, at the 
beginning of the book: — 3 

“Prof. Von Noorden’s monograph on Drink Restriction 
is a most instructive deliverance upon a subject of the. 
highest practical importance—one which should appeal 
strongly to both the medical profession and the laity. 
Especially in this country, where hot-water drinking and 
colon douching have been carried to an irrational, ridic- 
ulous and often very harmful excess, by the advice of 
certain irregular practitioners and cranks, will bis warn- 
ings. be timely. Unfortunately, not all physicians real- 
ize that not only does every mouthful of surplus food 
add to the burdens of all the digestive and excretory or- 
gans, instead of strengthening the body, but that every 
superfluous ounce of liquid ingested adds to the labor 
of the heart and kidneys, besides having to be for the 
most part forcibly extruded by the stomach into the 
small intestine before it can be absorbed. It is sad 
to think how many victims of dilated heart, dilated 
stomach, and of Bright's disease, have been encouraged 
to drink themselves to death, and how many patients af- 
flicted with obesity have shortened their lives by con- 
tinuing excessively fat with all its discomforts and dan- 
gers, to the end of the chapter, waterlogged because of 
unrestricted drinking. 

“Many persons unquestionably drink toolittle,of water 
particularly, but Prof. Von Noorden has clearly proved 
that a great many others drink too much.” 

In the book attention is called to the fact that Hippoc- 
rates was the first to advise, in the case of a patient 
with heart disease, the limiting of the amount of solids 
and liquids consumed. However, the restriction of 
liquids as a means of cure was first brought to the fore- 
ground by Schroth, fifty years ago, as mentioned in these 
columns last week, and has since been most successfully 
used in a modified form, among others, by Dr. William 
Weber of Oakland. The author of the book under review 
says that Schroth's method was far too dry and in- 
convenient to the patient, and, in addition, its inventor 
seemed incapable of fairly judging of its limitations, 
eo that he proclaimed it a universal panacea for all ills.” 

The author shows that drinking large amounts of 
fluids is especially to be avoided in cases of heart dis- 
In regard to this, he says: . 

“All the water that enters the stomach must pass 
through the heart and arteries, before it reaches the 
emunctories of the body. Even if the quantity of water 
that enters the blood at any one time is too small to be 
estimated by our means of measurement, we know. nev- 
ertheless, that the surplus water must circulate several 
times through the heart and arterial tree before it 
can be eliminated from the blood. No one will, there- 
fore, seriously argue that the total labor performed by

the heart is not greater if large quantities of water are

have been withheld for about a week. In summing up 
the conclusions derived from these experiments, the au- 
thor says: 

“The preceding discussion has estabifshed that the re- 
striction of liquids is inevitably followed by certain con- 
sequences, viz: 

“(1.) The stomach is relieved of much work, and the 
pressure exercised upon its walls is reduced. 

_“(2.) The total labor performed by the circulatory 
apparatus is decreased, and the heart is spared. ) 

“(3.) The fluids of the body become more concen- 
trated. 

“(4.) The Dody-weight is decreased as a result of the 
dehydration of the blood and tissues. 

“(5.) The appetite is reduced. 

“(6.) The destruction of albumen is increased (only, 
however, if the restriction of water is carried very far.) 

“With the exception of the last-named effect of thirst- 
ing, that appears to an appreciable degree only in very 
greatly exaggerated restriction of liquids, all these 
factors can be utilized for therapeutic purposes. I hey 


actually explain all the good therapeutic results that have 


ever been obtained from the restriction of water. 

“(7.) On the other hand, the claim that water re- 
strict jon Mmcreases and accelerates the combustive proc- 
erses going on in the organism, and, in particular, the 
destruction of fat, was ast borne out by our experi- 
ments. Our investigations are the only ones that have 
so far been carried out in human subjects; in our opin- 
ion, however, they are absolutely conclusive, because no 
serious objections can be raised against our methods 
or the general plan and arrangement of our various ex- 
periments.” 

Dr. Von Noorden is an eminent physician, of interna- 
tional reputation, but the editor ventures to belieye that. 
he can explain how Dr. Von Noorden’s conclusion re- 


garding the effects of a restriction of water differ from | 


those arrived at by Schroth and his present-day follow- 
ers. It is because, in his experiments, Dr. Von Noorden 
did not pay the necessary attention to the selection of 
diet for his subjects. For instance, in a dietary he gives 
he mentions oranges, apples, green vegetables, apple- 
sauces and pears—all in one day. Now, in last week's 
article, it was explained that Dr. Weber forbids his pa- 
tients the use of fresh acid or sub-acid fruits, because 


they interfere and stop the artificial fever or process of 
cure, that is produced by the abstension from water. An 
instance was given where a patient had insisted upon 
taking several fresh apples, instead of one baked apple, 
and had thereupon had a relapse, his urine no longer 
being muddy, thus showing that nature’s process of 
throwing out impurities from the system had been 


checked. Therefore, fresh acid fruits, which, under or- 
dinary conditions, are so desirable, to keep the blood 


from becoming feverish, are in these cases, for the same 
reason, to be strictly avoided. This would explain 
how it is that Dr. Von Noorden failed to attain similar 
results through restriction of fluids to those which have 
eo strikingly followed the adoption of that treatment 
by others, as described in these columns last week.

“If one decides to institute an energetic thirst-cure— 
and this procedure is always somewhat heroic—it is 
best, according to our experience, to restrict or stop all 
solid food as well as liquids, 1. e., to induce the patients 
to fast completely for a few days, and to take no liquids 
whatever during this period.” 

Obesity, the authér declares, is the only disease in 
which the avoidance of fluids is generally recognized 
as necessary by the public. In Germany, a cure called 
the “Schweninger Reduction Cure,” has become popular 
during the past few years. It consists of excluding liquids 
entirely from the meals, permitting a small amount of 
water or wine an hour or so after eating. Bismarck bene- 
fited by this cure. 

A chapter is devoted to a review of cruel experiments 
made upon animals, by depriving them entirely of water, 
until nature succumbed. These pages will be passed 
over with a shudder by right-thinking people, whose in- 
etincts have not been spoiled by regular attendance in 
the dissecting room, or slaughterhouses.
